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Tagard and Robinson 
Speak at Assembly 

Mutual respect is necessary when 
• fraternalism is to be desired. The 
above excerpt from a letter to the 
editor of a national magazine keynoted 
the assembly program held on Wed- 
nesday, January 8 to a capacity au- 
dience. 

Read by Dr. W. H. S. White, who 
presided over the program, the state- 
ment prefaced the introduction of the 
two speakers at the assembly, Mr. 
Paul Taggert, ex-naval officer, now 
a businessman of Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, and the Reverend Paul Robin- 
son, pastor of the Church of the 
Brethren in Hagerstown, Maryland. 

The National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews, headed in this dis- 
trict by Judge D. H. Rodgers, spon- 
sored the appearance of the two 
speakers. 

Reverend George Hasel pronounced 
invocation and Professor Farnsworth 
assisted at the piano in the singing 
of appropriate hymns for the assem- 
bly. 

The Shepherd College Orchestra, 
headed by the player-conductor Her- 
bert Young, made their first appear- 
ance of the school year playing sev- 
eral numbers. 

Speaking as the Catholic represen- 
tative, Mr. Taggert based his talk on 
the premise that man is too often apt 
to pre-judge a person before actually 
knowing him. Due to being classed in 
a certain ‘mold” because of this pre- 
judgment, friction between persons of 
different races, colors, and creeds re- 
sult, said the businessman. 

Mr. Taggert pointed out a specific 
example of prejudice in our society 
today by noting that some a car’oiw 
institutions restrict the applications 
made by members of certain religious 
groups to a minimum. 

In closing the ex-naval officer rec- 
ommended plans whereby students of 
different beliefs are brought together 
to study each others ideas. 

Representing the Protestants, Rev- 
erend Paul Robinson reminded the 
audience of the tremendous task fac- 
ing the people of today. Not only do 
such major problems as home and 
school rebuilding need to be solved 
but the infinitely more important 
question of whether or not people can 
live together in peace must be an- 
swered in the affirmative. 

In the past, Reverend Robinson 
said, wealth and influence generally 
measured an individual's power; now 
we realize we cannot buy peace and 
security. 

Characterizing the struggle of man- 
kind as a fight between God and pag- 
anism, the Hagerstown Pastor stressed 
the necessity for people to work to- 
gether instead of against each other, 
for only by breaking down selfishness 
and narrow-mindedness can we be 
assured cf world peace. 

Rabbi Shusterman was to have u*o-

Pkysical Education Work 
Shop Planned for Shepherd 

At the recent meeting of the Execu- 
tive Council of the West Virginia As- 
sociation for Health, Physical Educa- 
tion, and Recreation held in Hunting- 
ton on December 5, preliminary plans 
were made for a series of Workshops 
to be held in the spring. 

Plans were made for workshops to 
be held at Shepherd, Concord, Glen- 
ville, Fairmont, and West Virginia In- 
stitute of Technology. Last year 
workshops were held at West Vir- 
ginia University, Marshall College, 
and Clay Junior High School in 
Wheeling. The state association con- 
ducts these workshops to improve the 
teaching of physical education in 
West Virginia. Teacheis and admin- 
istrators from the public elementary 
and secondary schools attend and par- 
ticipate in the workshops. Demon- 
strations, discussions, and materials 
are presented to aid the school peo- 
ple in the development of better phy- 
sical education programs. The plans 
of the state association for 1947 call 
for the promotion of a series of five 
additional workshops in areas other 
than those in which workshops were 
held in 1948. The state association 
believes that by rotating these work- 
shops from year to year to new areas, 
more communities and teachers will 
be given an opportunity to assist in 
their promotion, resulting in aroused 
interest in physical education and 
recreation throughout the state. 

The Shepherd College Workshop in 
Physical Education will be held in 
April. School people from the nine 
eastern counties will be invited to 
participate. Miss Cree taught a 
demonstration lesson in the workshop 
held at West Virginia University last 
spring and is a. member of the work- 
shop committee of the state associa- 
tion. She will be in charge of the 
Shepherd College Workshop.

Through the 
cooperation of the Charles Town 
Chapter of the American Red Cross 
an itinerant nurse has been secured 
from the national headquarters to 
teach this course. She will arrive in 
Charles Town the week of January 20 
and will start the course on January 
27. She will teach six classes per day 
for a period of six weeks. Upon the 
completion of the Home Nursing 
Course the girls will be given an op- 
portunity to apply their skills in pri- 
vate homes, clinics, hospitals, first aid 
rooms, etc. They will also study op- 
portunities of the nursing profession 
through films, direct observation, writ- 
ten materials, talks by nurses, etc.

Post-war conditions have led to a tremendous increase in 
the interest the public has taken in sports and physical ac- 
tivities of all types. Naturally this enthusiasm has made itself 
felt in colleges and universities throughout the land. 

Along with colleges of comparable size Shepherd College finds itself in a i 
rather difficult position because of the increased enrollment and the corrc- I 
sponding increase in the interest people of this section are taking in campus 
activities. 

Perhaps in no other phase of college activity as in the department of phy- 
sical education has this difficulty been evidenced. 

Classes in the physical education department are handicapped badly by 
the inadequacy of the school gymnasium; at present the Science Building 
is used for some lecture classes. Even classes using the gym must of necessity j 
curtail their activities because of the lack of space. 

Our present gym has a small seating capacity, 600 as compared to the 
large, well-appointed gym of the high school in the adjacent county which j 
seats over twice as many; a major reason, incidentally, for our losing the bid • 
to have the sectional high school basketball tournament played here . 

We recognize the claims of the proponents for a new library and a new ' 
dormitory as valid but one fact must be recognized: present large enrollments | 
are made up substantially of ex-GI’s and as soon as these veterans have 1 
completed their education enrollments will fall off to near pre-war levels. 

It will be vitally necessary then to have something with which to attract 1 
prospective students to Shepherd. . To the young high school graduates large > 
physical education department with its important component of sports often 
is the deciding factor in his choice of a school to complete his education.

In this 
short talk, Mr. Horner attempted to 
show the origin of Lincoln’s philosophy 
of life in terms of his mountaineer 
ancestry; not his heredity, but finan- 
cial and social conditions of thefrontier 
that helped shape Lincoln’s beliefs and 
actions. 


White Gives Report by College 
Presidents to State Legislator 

Schools Unable to Raise Status of State 
Educational System Unless Budgets Are Increased 


The startling disclosure that West Virginia ranks forty-first among the 
states in the .percentage of adults with four years of college training was 
brought to the attention of state legislators in the report prepared for .the 
legislature by the Association of Presidents of State-Supported Colleges and 
the University. 

Released by President W. H. S. White the 15-page report urges legis- 
lators to bring appropriations up to figures asked by colleges: 

The college presidents are of the opinion that the proposed budget will 
prove far inadequate to expanding needs of the higher educational institutions 
in view of the more than-double enrollments which hove come on since the 
end of the war and encouraged by the Veterans Administration through fi- 
nancial aid to students. 

The presidents point out that the fees collected from students are only a 
small portion of the amount needed to operate the colleges and University and 
that all other revenue must come from taxpayers of the state. 

Following is an excerpt from the president’s report: 

“After careful, deliberation ths College President’s Association submits the 
following recommendations to the legislature: 

“1. That the budget to each institution be in a fixed amount regardless of 
collections. 

“2. That collections up to a stated figure become a part of the general 
revenue of the State. 

“3. That the collections, if any, beyond the State figure be made available 
to the institution and expenditure thereof be authorized upon approval of the 
governing board.” 

Going further into the protest, the college presidents state: 

“Collections assume a proportion in the recommesded appropriations of the 
budget document greater than that provided in the present biennium. (And, we 
believe, greater than in any preceding appropriation.) This relationship was 
demonstated in data povided to each member of the legislature. These figures 
are not speculative. They show clearly that the contemplated expenditure of 
public monies from tax sources for the operating expenses of our colleges is far 
less than for the current biennium. Of course, it may be well, if we are em- 
barked upon a policy of decreased public support from tax sources for higher 
education, to increase collection from every possible source to the very limit. 
Such a policy would be a denial of our frequently-demonstrated belief in public 
responsibility for promoting the common welfare of our citizens; and such a 
policy is hereby vigorously protested. Any such philosophy of educations Is, 
we believe, contrary to the public interest and we have faith that it is not 
supported by the members of the legislature.” 

Commenting further, the college presidents say “it is recognized that it is 
prooably impossible to grant every budget request in full. It is also our con- 
viction that the cuts in the recommended budgets are too severe; so severe in 
infact that the college cannot possibly operate with efficiency and perform the 
services required and expected of them.” 

Enrollment increases of 275 per cent for colleges during the past two years 
were emphasized by the educators with a further 15 -per cent increase expected. 

Speaking of disposition of the present enormous surplus in the State’s 
General Fund, the presidents say: “This association firmly believes that this 
surplus should be spent in a way that future generations will share in its bene- 
fits. The surplus exists because of war and that war was fought by youth. 
We submit that youth, now and of the future, will receive only what properly 
belongs to them, if the entire surplus is expended for institutions existing for 
and dedicated to the development of men and women.”

More reservations are being receiv- 
ed from 1947 high school graduates 
who expect to attend Shepherd College 
next September, according to a state- 
ment released by the President’s of- 
fice. 

Anticipating another heavy enroll- 
ment next fall and in accordance with 
the practice of giving pix>spective stu- 
dents equal opportunity in securing 
l eservations, the financial •secretary is 
notifying interested persons that reser- 
vations for the 1947-48 session cannot 
be accepted until June 1, 1947. 

At the present time the officers are 
making reservations for the two ses- 
sions of summer school, the first of 
which begins June 9, and the second 
session July 21.

Our ship was docked in New York 
harbor when we got the news from our 
Captain that we were going to Rus- 
sia. This was in 1943 and everyone 
aboard ship knew it was the most dan- 
gerous run of them all, in fact, if you 
made it the Navy Department would 
give you a thirty-day leave.

We had sev- 
en small sub-chasers for protection 
until we arrived in Scotland. There 
we were assigned the cruiser Jamaica, 
the English cruiser that helped sink 
a German pocket battleship. Of course, 
this helped our morale, but we knew 
that it we came in contact with the 
German raider that was operating 
along the coast of Norway, we would 
not have a chance, because the Eng- 
lish cruiser carried eight-inch guns 
compared to the ten-inch on the Ger- 
man raider. 

Everything "was going along nicely 
except for a few subs until we were 
off the coast of Norway. It was just 
before dawn and everyone was tense 
because we knew that sooner or later 
the Germans would spot us with their 
aircraft. All of a sudden the General 
Alarm ibell sounded, and everyone 
rushed to his guns. I was gun cap- 
tain of the only 5’ 38” cannon in our 
convoy, and the crew was pretty 
cocky that we could hit anything. 

There were two spotting planes to 
our port side and well out of range 
of our 3” battery but well in the range 
of our 5”. The Germans did not 'know 
that we had such a large anti-aircraft 
gun. | I got my range fro mtfae gun- 
nery officer on the bridge and was 
ordered to fire when ready. The gun 
crew loaded four quick shots, all of 
which missed; over the phones I was 
given a new range. The first shell 
hit the two-motored plane in one of its 
engines; the plane started to smoke 
and lost headway. As soon as we were 
ready to give her the finishing touch, 
we were ordered to bear on a surface 
target, range 6,000 yards. There was 
a submarine on the surface. By the 
time we were on the target, one of the 
other ship’s batteries scored a hit, our 
gun fired fourteen rounds before the 
! cruiser finished her off. 

Wondering where the aircraft had 
gone, we were told that they had head- 
ed back to their base. Everyone in 
the convoy was glad of that. 

It took us forty-two days to reach 
Russia; our fust impression of it was 
not so good. The country made one 
feel forlorn; this was before we met 
any of its people. 

The ship was thoroughly searched 
for any books or papers which might 
arouse the people against their govern-

Dr. Aspinall Speaks 
On Education to AAUP 


SHEPHERD TALENT 
AIRING FOUR PLAYS 


Dr. Richard Aspinall, director of 
Student Affairs at West Virginia Uni- 
versity, spoke on the subject, “Our 
| Children Must Be Educated,” to the 
members and guests of the A.A.U.P. 

Dr. Aspinall addressed the meeting, 
held at Miller Hall, on the 6th of 
March at 7 p. m., with an informal 
discussion of the topic. In opening 
his address, he contended that our 
world was in “a dickens” of a mess; 
and, that only through the medium 
of common education can we acquire 
the common knowledge necessary to 
conquer this situation. 

Briefly, Dr. Aspinall spoke upon the 
need for “fairness without prejudice” 
in our teachings; and touched upon 
some of the difficulties encountered 
in our school systems today. He stress- 
ed the outstanding problem of liquor 
j and sex upon the campus, and the 
; efforts made toward coping with these 
■ paramount issues. Acknowledging the 
l lessons which the educators have learn- 
| ed toy the presence of the veterans 
j in college, he stated that they have, 
by force of their number, changed 
: many existing traditions and methods, 
. some for the better. 

In discussing the present world sit- 
uation in his lecture, it was pointed 
out that, although we have advanced 
far in many fields, the basic ignorant 
forces of selfishness and prejudice are 
still in our minds. Also, it was noted 
i that Dr. Aspinall thought we had too 
many "bitter reformers,” whose efforts 
i were detrimental to their causes be- 
cause of their bitterness and one-sided- 
ness. 

In his summation, the educator de- 
| dared that there was “no royal road 
| to learning,” and the paths of edu- 
cation of our children will, of ne- 
cessity, be long and adverse before 
any real result may be achieves.

We would like to expose these petty-minded picayunes — | 
both male and female picayunes, we do not distinguish be- j 
tween sexes in this case — to the harsh light of publicity and ^ 
see just what exactly motivates their discourteous actions. 

Disrespect probably accounts in large measure for it. No ! 
respect for their instructors or for their fellow students. Does 
it naturally follow that they have no respect for themselves? 
We think so. 

If they think a certain section of the instructor’s lecture 
requires a supplemental catch phrase they always manage to 
supply one from their bankrupt mental stock of catch phrases. 

A phony front, coupled with its contemptible stooge, buf- 
foonery, also figures in the class disturber’s makeup. By rais- 
ing the volume of his or her voice both the teacher and the 
much abused classmates are shouted down. 

There is no reticence here, just hot air seasoned with yes- 
terday’s drab sauce of pseudo-wise remarks. 

We recall one particular incident to mind which occurred 
in a classroom a short time ago. The instructor has a large 
class. The course is important. Most preparatory students 
are required to take it and virtually all show diligence in their 
application to the work required. 

Yet in this one class the instructor was frequently inter- 
rupted by the extraneous remarks of one or two unmannerly 
persons. 

We have no authority to order these persons to leave the 
classrooms. Obviously a college education is the least of their 
worries. We can only sit helplessly by and write editorials. 

We should feel some small satisfaction, however, if there 
were a lessening of such behavior during future class sessions. 

It is up to you, students. A little more cooperation and 
a little less interference will help everyone concerned.

Catherine Burns was a guest speaker 
at the St. Patrick luncheon of the 
Captain James Gibson chapter, U.S.D.

This proved her state- 
ment that the English language is the 
most useful language and the most 
used language in the world.

1938. He referred to various awards 
and honors that had come to Dr. Fox, 
and spoke of having been a student 
under him. 

In his address Dean Fox spoke of 
the problems that center around hu- 
man relationships, and of the im- 
portance of the contacts that teachers 
make with the parents and the pupils 
among whom their work is laid. He 
used colorful illustrations to make 
vivid the points he wished to make. 
The ideas he advanced were inspiring. 
He said in substance: 

‘Teachers’ contacts with people are 
of paramount importance. I have 
been teaching supervision at the Uni- 
versity for nearly ten years, and the 
more we discuss the problems of su- 
pervision, the more it is evident that 
they center around human relation- 
ships. The comment of one parent 
who felt that there was lack of under- 
standing was, ‘Why can’t teachers act 
like ordinary people? There is al- 
ways a barrier.’ We should always 
remember that all people are human. 
We excuse our behaviour by assuming 
that people with whom we deal are 
different. We put them off in a class 
by themselves. There is little evidence 
that teachers and mothers and bright 
pupils are different in the things that 
determine behaviour. Assume that 
people feel pretty much as you do, or 
did at the same stage of development. 
If then there are common factors, be 
guided by them. 

“Consider the need for a feeling of 
security. In the very young child it 
is brought about by an orderly life, 
fod, warm affection. In an older child, 
being a person of some uniqueness, is 
the desire. Later, security may be 
found in strict adherence to the styles 
and customs followed by the group. 
In adult life a necessity is adequate 
remuneration, and personal confidence 
in your own ability to follow your 
profession. In your treatment of lit- 
tle children, give them affection. Ad- 
mire their achievements. See that 
every pupil has a chance to teach you 
something. You lord it over them 
so much, that you should give them 
a chance to lord it over you. It will 
be sweet to them. Let them show you. 
Let them teach you. Reciprocal feel- 
ing is the essence of learning. Among 
high school pupils, do you ever com- 
pliment a sixteen-year-old on looks? 
Do you laugh with them when the 
joke is on you? Do you refrain from 
sarcasm, knowing youth is defenseless? 
Do you know any of the latest songs 
and dance steps? Are you a ‘good 
egg’? 

“People are attracted to persons of 
character. What is character? A sim- 
ple definition is, ‘A person of char- 
acter is one whose life is largely guid- 
ed by a set of principles.’ We like 
those people because their actions can 


be predicted, and they give us a sense 
of security. A teachers finds it diffi- 
cult to make friends unless she di- 
vulges her principles. She will re- 
member that reciprocal relationships 
promote friendships. The wise teacher 
in her contacts with parents will allow 
parents to give information in return. 
She will give them a chance to make 
their contribution. She will speak the 
language of the one with whom she is 
conversing. Nothing shrivels esteem 
and respect more, than for a teacher 
to talk to adults as if they were first 
graders. 

“This matter of security leads to 
fascinating situations. Another psy- 
chological need is a feeling of worth, 
the need of ‘face’. It seems probable 
that this greatest of all psychological 
needs grows greater as a person grows 
older. It is a desire to make one’s 
life count for something. A feeling of 
worth may be achieved in a variety 
of ways. A mother achieves it in see- 
ing to the welfare of her family. A 
teacher wins it by superior work, and 
through the faith and confidence of 
her pupils. By some means every 
teacher must achieve this if he or she 
is to be a normal person. All must 
have a ‘face’ status of some kind. It 
i is important in determining one’s out- 
look on life. What kind have you 
built into your life? The most danger- 
, ous type is the tall monolithic type, 
with the narrow base, and only one 
interest. It is in danger of collapse. 
The most stable type, which is found- 
I ed on a variety of separate and often 
unrelated interests, has a broad base 
and is strong through its contrasts 
and diverse interests. 

| “Let me urge you to keep your in- 
x terests broad. Look for new interests. 
jYou should have one new hobby a 
year, read one new book, learn to like 
* new foods, make new friends, seek a 
novel experience, see new places and 
do different things on vacation, and 
live with people in new environments. 
Live your lives zestfully. Seek feel- 
ings of worth in as many different 
and unrelated interests as possible. 
Build up a face structure that has 
stability. Be careful in your contacts 
with people that you do not impair 
their face structure. If you want to 
get along with them you must know 
them and what they value and how 
they get their feelings of worth.”

The laws of Ecuador provide that 
settlers need pay no taxes on agri- I 
cultural developments or land, for five i 
years. And even after that, they 
would enjoy Ecuador’s extremely mod- 
erate taxes which are famous for their 
low rate, especially to agriculturists. 
Furthermore, the American and Brit- 
ish settlers may retain their citizen- 
ship indefinitely. 

A government owned and operated j 
hospital is located near the British- ! 
American concession and serves the 
settlers. Not far distant live the pic- 
turesque tribe of peaceful Colorados 
Indians whose women-folk are noted 
for their beauty of face and grace of 
body. 

Settlers are allowed to bring into 
Ecuador, with them, all of their per- 
sonal effects, household goods and ag- 
ricultural equipment free of all cus- 
toms duty charges. 

The language of Ecuador is Spanish,

SHEPHERD 75 YEARS OLD 


Shepherd College announced * over 
this network recently that the alumni j 
reunion this year and the annual ; 
commencement program will be in ob- 
servance of the 75th year of the 
founding of the college as a state in- 
stitution. It was on February 27, 
1872, that the legislature of West Vir- 
ginia passed the act which made 
Shepherd College a branch of the 
West Virginia state normal school 
system. The court house and county 
seat of Jefferson county were located 
in Shepherdstown during the War 
Between the States and remained 
there until July, 1871, when the coun- 
ty seat was moved to Charles Town. 
After the removal of the county seat 
a board of trustees (composed of C. 
W. Andrews, A. R. Boteler, C. T. But- 
ler, G. M. Beltzhoover, David Bill- 
myer, Samuel Knott, Henry Shepherd) 
incorporated a private school to be I 
known as Shepherd College. The , 
board appointed Joseph McMurran, l 
who had had a distinguished Southern 
war record, as the first principal of 
the new college. Designed to instruct 
students in languages, arts, and sci- 
ences, the school was opened in 1871 
with 42 students. As previously stated 
the state took over the institution be- 
fore the completion of its first year 
but left the management in the hands 
of Principal McMurran. 

However Shepherdstown as a com- 
munity has apparently maintained and 
supported an institution of higher 
learning for 160 years at least. Some- 
thing in the atmosphere seems to call j 
strongly for culture and the higher ! 
branches of knowledge on this south j 
bank of the Potomac, as witness the j 
famed Rumsey experiment. 

When James Rumsey succeeded in j 
causing the first steamboat to move j 
upstrum on the waters oi the Poto- 
mac here on December 3, 1787, a no- 
table concourse of people witnessed 
the trial. Notable among those who 
lafer gave testimony of the historic 
event was Reverend Robert Stubbs 
who described himself as rector of 
the Episcopal Church and principal 
of Mecklenburg Academy. Another 
person present at the event speaks 
of Robert Stubbs, describing his per- 
sonal appearance as “fair, rosy, and 
plumptitudinous.” 

It will be recalled by historians that 
Shepherdstown was incorporated in 
1762 as Mecklenburg and continued 
under that name until 1793 when the 
name was changed to Shepherdstown.

T. A. Lowery, former Shepherd Col- 
lege alumnus, now principal of Charles 
Town High School, was elected presi- 
dent of the Jefferson County Teach- 
ers Association at a brief business 
session following the annual dinner- 
meeting here Tuesday, April 22.

Miss Jean Rider, Charles Town, of 
the staff at Blue Ridge School, was 
named secretary-treasurer. 

The election was the only action 
taken at the business session. 

In the principal discussion at the 
preceding dinner — meeting the school 
people were urged by G. C. McKown, 
editor of The Martinsburg Journal, to 
see that more about their school ac- 
tivities— aims, programs, achievements 
—was offered newspapers for publica- 
tion to let the public know what is 
going on; and to write letters to the 
newspapers presenting their own views 
on matters of general interest. 

“Certainly the viewpoints of edu- 
cated, mature, thinking people such as 
are found in the teaching profession, 
are well worth giving the public,” he 
said. “They will help present a true 
picture of the issues. They will pro- 
voke discussion, probably bring replies 
from those who differ; but the net 
result will be a better-informed pub- 
lic and a more satisfactory public re- 
action.” 

The most interesting part of the 
program, under the title “Jefferson 
County Schools Speak,” was the re- 
cital by principals of the various 
schools in the county of what they 
considered outstanding projects or 
emphasis in their schools this year.

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Shepherd Approved for 
Citizenship Training 

Notification that Shepherd College 
has been approved as a school in which 
nonquota immigrant students are per- 
mitted to enroll was received here May 
9, according to a statement released by 
President W. H. S. White’s office. 

Under the Immigration Act of 1924, 
a bona fide student who is at least 15 
years of age and who seeks to enter 
the United States Solely for the pur- 
pose of study at an accredited school 
is classed as a nonquota immigrant 
student. 

In accordance with customary pro- 
cedure the Department of State was 
notified of the approval and they will 
advise all United States Consular of- 
fices. These offices will then be in a 
position to consider applications for 
the required nonquota student visas. 

A prospective student intending to 
enroll at Shepherd College will be re- 
quired to present to the consular of- 
ficer in his country, a letter of accept- 
ance from Shepherd and such other 
evidence as the consul may require. 

The letter of approval follows: 

“Reference is made to the applica- 
tion of the above-named institution for 
approval as a school for nonquota im- 
migrant students. You are advised 
that the school has been duly approved 
by the Attorney General for nonquota 
immigrant students in accordance with 
the Immigration Act of 1924. The De- 
partment of State will be notified of 
this action in order that all United 
States consular officers may be advised. 
These officers will then be in a position 
to consider applications for the required 
nonquota student visas. A prospect- 
ive student should present to the con- 
sular officer a letter of acceptance by 
yovv 5 '\hocl and such other evidence 
as the consul may require. 

“It may be stated that this Depart- 
ment and Service will have no part in 
the procedeure after a school has been 
approved until applicants for admis- 
sion as students reach a United States 
port, and it will be unnecessary, there- 
fore, for your school to communicate 
with this Service relative to the ex- 
pected arrival of the individual stu- 
dents.”

Baker and Coombs, Morgantown,

The 
college is also undertaking to install 
spouting which the government does 
not provide, install complete electric 
wiring, floor coverings and other ad- 
ditions to the temporary war time 
building which is being transported 
here from Norfolk, Va. 

Mr. Rex Fox is the contractors su- 
pervisor on the construction and Mr. 
Torbet is the representative of the 
Federal Agency. 

President W. H. S. White states that 
he expects the building to be ready 
for use by the opening of the new 
school year, September 9.

A joint meeting of the state associa- 
tion of county superintendents and 
an official meeting of the state board 
of education was held in the Daniel 
Boone hotel in Charleston April 14-15. 

The state’s educators worked on the 
school budget, and determined the 
amount of state aid to be received by 
the respective counties under the re- 
vised formula for the distribution of 
state aid which was enacted into law 
by the 48th legislature during its re- 
cent sessions. 

The new formula, which was prepar- 
ed by the committee of the state’s 
leading school authorities, is based up- 
on the ability of each county to bear 
its own share of the cost of the pub- 
lic school system, and the following 
factors are considered in determining 
the amount of state aid necessary for 
the carrying out of the school program 
in each county: retail sales, net buying 
of the people after income tax deduc- 
tions have been made, total county 
income, population, passenger car reg- 
istration, individual income tax re- 
turns, and postal receipts. 

The totals of each county will then 
be compared with the total state in- 
come, thus showing the ability of each 
county to pay its own way. 

The new formula will come into ef- 
fect with the opening of the school 
fiscal year on July 1, and provides for 
a spot check of the 55 counties, to 
determine which have property assess- 
ments made at 50 per cent of their 
true valuations.

At times during the past month the 
I citizens of Himpang have been brought 
! face to face with their plight. On the 
j third day of March fifteen persons died 
[ suddenly from a rapid spreading 
I plague of in-grown toe nails. I had 
an aunt who died from the same dis- 
ease which she acquired from stand- 
ing in line at the State store. Four 
morons died in the state insane asy- 
lum in Dempfrom which is on the 
outskirts of Hempang. The cause of 
death is unknown but it is believed due 
i to some person who is more or less 
mentally unbalanced as there Is said to 
be a mentally unbalanced person in 
| that district. 

Now this conglomeration of conpona 
amounts to nineteen bodies if my small 
knowledge of math still remains some- 
where in the recesses of my so-called 
brain — which knowledge was given me 
by my former math teacher Beulah 
Tenfelldeer who herself, kicked the 
well known bucket on January 6, 1937, 
and died two days later of a fractured 
foot and complications due to kicking 
the bucket. In Himpang eighteen 
bodies at one time is an unheard of 
amount. Previously a record of six 
bodies was the record set back in 1820 
when the Mookclub family died of 
dandruff. 

Let us study the situation in Him- 
pang to see what can be done. At 
present there are only three morgue 
tables in Himpang (not counting one 
junior size black ivory table). Divide 
nineteen by three and what do wou 
get — six and one-third. Now, that’s 
six and one-sixth people per table 
(still not counting the junior size table 
where we could put one-sixth of a 
body maybe if we had to). We must 
all admit whether we want to or 
not, that even six on one morgue 
table is too many and six and one- 
sixth is impossible.

I’m sure that if a volunteer was call- 
ed for there would be no response. 
So. instead of getting deeper into the 
problem of who would be the one-sixth 
we’ll just drop the problem. Although 
someone just mentioned some playing 
cards to make the crowd at each table 
more happy. There is also a shortage 
of playing cards in Himpang. 

There is only one solution to aid in 
the shortage of morgue tables until 
supply reaches demand. Immediate

: was given to the pitchers as the Rams 
were charged up with eight errors. 

• Possibly the Lowemen’s feeble efforts 
were due to a long journey. 

Elizabethtown had previously defeat- 
ed the Rams by a score of 10 to 1 here. 
Shepherd as in the case of its first 
defeat was the victim of their own 
misplays and unable to hit the same 
Walters’ pitching that was so effective 
in the first game. Shepherd has touch- 
! ed Walters for five hits in two games, 

| and the second game he worked only 
; six innings. Elizabethtown was credit- 
I ed with a total of 1 9hits but some 
‘ were through the lenienev on part of 
I the scorer. With Walters working the 
j first six innings and Herr relieving 
•him the first part of the seventh, Shep- 
herd was able to get two batters sta- 
I tioned on first base. In the eighth 
inning the Rams managed to work 
themselves out of a shut out by get- 
ting four runs, with one hit, two walks, 
and three errors. Dave Pence the first 
of the three pitchers looked effective 
only against the first thiee baiters. It 
was in the second inning when Eliza- 
bethtown went on a rampage to score 
seven runs bv a walk, five hits and 
four costly errors on the part of the 
Rams. Benjamin was Coach Lowe’s 
second choice and he was sent in to 
try and put out the fire. Benjamin 
finally retired to the side line after 
i twelve men batted in that Inning. 

Shepherd was generous in donating 
three runs in the fourth and two more 
j in the fifth and by the seventh inning 
Elizabethtown had enough runs to sew 
up the ball game, score 12 to 0. The 
last half of the seventh they were able 
to add three more runs and they were 
earned on three singles andtwo doubles, 
score 15 to 0. They had four in the 
j eighth from Dick Lallv who was the 
! third pitcher on the mound for the 
j Rams. Getting two walks, three hits 
I and a couple wild throws caused four 
tallies to cross the platter ending the 
game 19 to 4. For Elizabethtown it 
was Boll, Berger, and Black furnishing 
all the batting punch at the plate, get- 
ting three hits apiece and Walters get- 
ting two hits besides his fine perform- 
ance on the mound. For Shepherd 
it was only three batters that were 
. able to get three hits that were allowed 
by the two pitchers, Crist, Benjamin 
and Roulette each getting one.

To Address 75th 
Commencement 

The Honorable Theodore R. Mc- 
Keldin, former mayor of Baltimore, 
will be the commencement speaker at 
the Shepherd College graduation exer- 
cises to be held Monday, June 2, at 
10:00 a. m. There will be about 45 
graduates in the class. 

This year marks the 75th anniver- 
sary of the founding of Shepherd Col- 
lege. Extensive plans celebrating the 
anniversary include ta Jubilee Found- 
ers Day Alumni Banquet to be held 
May 31, at 6:30 in the Science Hall. 
Approximately 150 alumni are expect- 
ed to be puresent. 

The Baccalaureate Service takes place 
Sunday evening, June 1, and will be 
conducted wholly by alumni of Shep- 
herd College. 

Mr. McKeldin is widely known for 
his career in the public service. He 
first entered politics during William 
F. Broening’s campaign for the mayor- 
alty of Baltimore in 1927. When Broen- 
ing was elected mayor, McKeldin was 
named executive secretary. In Novem- 
ber, 1942, McKeldin sought the gov- 
ernorship against Herbert R. O’Conor 
(now United States Senator) and was 
defeated by a margin of about 18,000 
votes. 1 

Theodore Roosevelt McKeldin is a 
native Baltimorean. Born on Novem- 
ber 20, 1900, he was educated in .the 
' public schools, later attending night 
classes at City College. His first em- 
ployment, when he was 14, was as a 
messenger boy at -the Citizens National- 
Bank. After working for some years 
he obtained a law degree from the Uni- 
versity of Maryland in 1925 and en- 
tered the practice of law two years lat- 
er. Mr. McKeldin was electee snayor 
in May, 1943. serving in that capacity 
until succeeded on May 20, by Mr. 
Thomas D. Alessandro.

I tion. The dual responsibilities of the 
J college official are quite in keeping with 
American tradition. 

Benjamin Franklin, one may recall, 
organized Philadelphia’s first “Fire 
Extinguishing” company. More re- 
cently, Ex-Mayor Fiorello La Guardia 
of New York City, kept the Municipal 
Fire Department in the Nation’s new r s 
by virtue of his dramatic presence at 
New York’s holocausts. 

Fortified with this knowledge Mr. 
Egle was determined, undoubtedly, to 
discharge his duty efficiently on the 
cloudy, dismal day of Tuesday, May 6, 
when the call to action sounded. The 
fire department responded with its 
usual speed and proceeded to the 
scene of action, reportedly near the 
James Rumsey Bridge which spans the 
Potomac.

The Cohongoroota Chapter of FTA 
received their 1947 yearbooks this week. 
This book, the seventh in the series, 
is dedicated to Mary Lyon (1797-1849) 
pioneer in the education of women. 
President of Mount Holyoke College; 
to Horace Mann, 1796-1859. Alice Pal- 
mer, 1855-1902; and to George Wash- 
ington Carver 1860-1943, the colored 
scientist who did more than any other 
one man to “sell” the South on the 
value of diversified farming. All of 
these educational pioneers, through 
their endless labor and high devotion, 
made it possible for youth of later 
generations to enjoy the educational 
advantages which are now theirs. 
(The new yearbook contains the com- 
plete biography of each of the above 
named educators, and the story of 
their contribution to American life 
reads like a Fairy Tale.) 

The greater part of the yearbook 
is devoted to the history of the FTA, 
and the roll and record of each chapter 
in the United States and Puerto Rico. 
This section of the book is prefaced 
with a statement by Dr. Joyce Elmer 
Morgan, National Chairman, that 
should present a challenge for the 
professional group, and plenty of con- 
cern for all: “Tire number of births 
in the U. S. jumped a million a year 
during the early 1940’s so that tlhere 
will be five million (5,000,000) more 
children in school in 1950 than there 
would have been had the prewar birth- 
rate continued. These children w r ill 
require 200,000 additional teachers. The 
demand for teachers on the higher 
levels is expanding rapidly as college 
enrollment increases and the adult 
education movement grows. Within 
the next sixteen years — one generation 
from kindergarten through college — 
the U. S. will need a million new 
teachers .... Opportunity follows 
need.”

Shep- 
herd made it a sad Alumni Day for 
Shippensburg by beating them 15 to 
4 Saturday afternoon. It was Shep- 
herd with 15 when the final total was 
made and Shippensburg with 4, and 
they were able to get one more than 
the Rams got against them at home. 
Shippensburg being ahead at one 
time 4 to 1 looked like a loss, but 
Shepherd went ahead to score 14 
more across and with Miller on the 
mound after getting off to a bad start 
held his opponents all the way when 
he made the last man sit down to end 
the game. Miller proved to be the 
outstanding performer after he over- 
came his bad start on the mound, 
and at bat it was Koontz. Shepherd 
ended the season with 4 wins and 6

Demonstration School 
In Operation Here 

Miss Forence Shaw, director of the 
summer demonstration school, reported 
the enrollment of thirty student teach- 
ers, the largest number in the element- 
ary education department at any time 
since pre-war days. Fifty children are 
enrolled, and forty-four have continued 
regular in attendance. 

The development and use of reading 
skills received major emphasis in all 
grades during the four-week term. The 
first grade worked out a unit on pets 
as an activity in connection with the 
reading readiness program. The unit 
was built up through songs, stories, 
matching and interpreting pictures, 
finger plays, drawing, coloring, clay 
modeling, and finger painting. A live 
turtle which they cared for in their 
classroom served as a model for clay 
work and drawing, as well as for 
stories, songs, and experience charts. 

Miss Leckie Visits 

Miss Margaret Leckie, assistant State 
supervisor of elementary instruction, 
visited Shepherd College during the 
first week of the Reading Workshop 
and used the first grade children of the 
summer demonstration school in a 
demonstration of reading readiness 
skills. All students enrolled for the 
reading workshop and all student 
teachers observed demonstrations given 
by publishing company demonstrators 
or members of the workshop staff at 
the 10:45 period each day. Miss Neva 
Reeves, demonstrator for Macmillan 
Publishing Company, demonstrated the 
use of On Our Way, the first book of 
the adopted basic readers for primary 
grades. Miss Reeves stressed the im- 
portance of following the manual 
which accompanies each text, and fol- 
lowed the manual herself as she dem- 
onstrated methods of getting first 


cold weather, Shepherd College stu- 
dents trudged thru wintry drifts in 
making their tour of classes for the 
so-called “Summer Term.” 

The above campus scene was snapped 
at the height of the recent cold wave. 
Faculty weather observers scratched 
their respective pates but were unable 
to explain the strange phenomenon of 
nature. 

Student reaction varied : Freshman 
coed, Miss Ima Goon, submitted a rec- 
ommendation that the age-old practice 
of bundling be permitted in classes to 
combat frost bite, chillblains and other 
discomforts due to unheated lecture 
rooms. She stated, “If my suggestion 
is carried out, you’ll find that temper- 
atures around here will go up in no 
time at all.” 

More mature reaction was noted 
among the older students. Miss Oldie 
Body, graduate of Shepherd, Class of 
’18, had this to say, “They laughed 
when I put on my thirteen- button 
pumps, but now I’ve got the last 
laugh.” Leaving Miss Body doubled over 
by mirth, another student was contact- 
ed. An ex-GI, Joe Bfltspx, remarked,

Rosemary Watters and Julio Perez- 
Torres arrived home on June 21 from 
the Second Annual Intercollegiate In- 
stitute on the United Nations, where 
they were a part of the student dele- 
gation numbering 75 who met to 
study the actions and achievements of 
the United Nations. 

From their home at Finch Junior 
College on 77th Street the delegates 
made three visits to Lake Success, 
home of the UN. After a tour of 
the grounds, they attended meetings 
of the Security Council, and Economic 
and Social Council, and heard speak- 
ers representing many phases of the 
organization. The Report of the Mili- 
tary Staff Committee was brought be- 
fore the Security Council during their 
visit. The Economic and Social Coun- 
cil was discussing the “Bill of Human 
Rights” which that commission is 
drawing up. 

Noted Speakers 

Among the speakers were Arkady 
Sobolev, U.S.S.R., Dept, of Security 
Council Affairs, and Dr. P. C. Chong, 
Chinese Delegate to the Economic and 
Social Council. Mr. Sobolev stressed 
the importance of the youth of the 
world having knowledge of world af- 
fairs while Dr. Chong informed the 
delegates of the field survey to be 
held in the next months to study the 
economic conditions in the East. All 
of the speakers were encouraged by 
the interest of the delegation and 
questions asked during discussion per- 
iods.

Jan Papanec, wife of the Czechoslo- 
vakian delegate, who summarized the 
formation of the specialized agencies 
of the Social and Economic Council 
and described present conditions in 
her home country.

Best known personage of the Insti- 
tute was Mi’s. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
who, as chairman of the Commission 
on Human Rights, addressed the In- 
stitute concerning her commission. 
She stressed the need to work as hard 
for peace as the nations of the world 
worked during war.

On June 17 the delegation visited 
the Headquarters of the United States 
Delegation to UN where they were 
addressed by several of the American 
staff members including I. Chester 
Williams, Public Liason Officer, who 
placed importance on a realistic ap- 
proach to “One World.” 

Other speakers on the agenda in- 
cluded Mrs. Harvey N. Davis, who 
gave a clear picture of the “Near 
East ’ and led an interesting discus- 
sion on the “Palestine Problem^ Ma- 
jor Geo. Fielding Eliot— ^Control of 
Atomic Energy;” and Mr. Clyde Eagle- 
ton, Prof, of Government, New York 
University— “U.S.S.R. and U.S. in the 
United Nations.”

“FROM PRINCETON TO 
PRESIDENCY” 


“The Saturday Review of Literature” 
for June 7 carries a review of Arthur 
Link’s “Wiilson: The Road to the White 
House,” published recently by the 
Princeton University Press. 

Writes Edgar Sisson in his review: 

“Arthur S. Link, a new and indus- 
trious historian, has taken a long step 
toward his goal — that of ‘a new study 
in the life of Woodrow Wilson’. This 
first volume takes Wilson through his 
election as President of the United 
States in November 1912. How many 
volumes are to follow the author does 
not state, but he speaks of 'them as a 
series which would imply that he hopes 
to rival Ray Stannard Baker’s “Life 
and Letters of Woodrow Wilson” in 
thoroughness and length — a program 
of several years of work. Coming 
from the press of Princeton University, 
of the history department of Which 
Professor Link is a member, it would 
appear that the publication has of- 
ficial university sanction, thus increas- 
ing its value.”

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DR. RUARK SPEAKS 
ON RESEARCH 


“Federal aid plus the imaginative 
and industry of college and university 
students will be necessary if research 
in the United States is to keep paoe 
with other countries of the world,” 
stated Dr. Arthur E. Ruark in an ad- 
dress at a dinner -meeting of the Delta 
Psi Chapter of Kappa Delta Pi held 
here July 15. 

Dr. Ruark, a graduate of Shepherd 
College in 1916, received his doctor’s 
degree at Johns Hopkins University. 
He taught at Yale and North Carolina 
Universities and during the war served 
with the government. He is at present 
supervisor of Task Reasearch, The 
Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore. 

The subject of Dr. Ruark’s talk was 
“The Impact of Research of Tech- 
nology on our civilization.” He gave 
a brief sketch of the history of he- 
search in our country, pointing out 
that the most help had come from 
personal fortunes, such as Carnegie 
and Rockefeller. Since the high in- 
come tax rate now prevents the amas- 
sing of such fortunes, in the future 
these huge donations will stop. Help 
must then come from the government. 
He stated that while private industry 
had its research laboratories the work 
carried on by them was more or less 
routine. 

Another source of aid to research, 
and one not to be passed lightly over, 
lay in the work of students in the 
colleges and universities, stated Dr. 
Ruark. 

It was a challenging speech, holding 
the closest attention of the fifty some 
listeners.

Entomology Class 


NEW LIBRARY BOOKS 


One of the more interesting classes 
of the Summer School is the ento- 
mology class. The study of insects, 
their habits and identification is prov- 
ing interesting and informative to 
class members. At least once a week 
the group takes a field trip on which 
members collect insects, gathering 
many facts concerning their habitat 
and stages of development. 

Last week the class visited the Lee- 
town Fish Hatchery where students 
were able to secure the insects which 
are found near water. 

Class members are also making field 
trips aside from the regular class trips 
in order to enlarge their collections. 
After the students have mounted their 
insects they will identify them by 
naming the order and genus species 
of each. 

The study of insects is important 
in the fact that it enables the student 
to detect helpful and harmful insects 
and to learn the best methods of con- 
trolling the latter. Entomology fur- 
ther helps the student to form a com- 
parison between insects and other 
members of the animal kingdom. In 
this respect the course is one which 
every teacher or future teacher should 
have.

In the opinion of the author 
the Soviet government is not one “by 
the people,” but it is “for the people.” 
Though we may agree or disagree with 
this point, the book does furnish in- 
teresting reading on a subject much 
in the news today. 

“Inside America” by John Gunther. 
This book is an anthology of America. 
Warmly human, it deals with the col- 
lective lives of our people — the farmers, 
manufacturers, workers, rich men, poor 
men, idealists, economists^ theorists, 
and other representatives of a cross 
section of our nation. The book is 
a product of thirteen months of travel 
from one end of the continent to the 
other. It consists of interviews, ob- 
servations, comparisons and discovery 
of the heart of America. 

“The Moneyman” by Thomas B. 
Costain. The monevmen is a story of 
Medieval Days. Its story concerns an 
historical incident in the court of 
Charles VII during and after the Hun- 
dred Years War. Though the story, 
in itself, is interesting, the background 
given of the general living conditions 
and thought of the period is certainly 
worth attention, and gives a living 
touch to a bygone era.

One of the best means of doing this 
is by securing radio time. A weekly 
review and analysis of UN events will 
prove worthwhile. Forums on partic- 
ular issues relating to UN are also 
popular. Or perhaps the chapter will 
want to sponsor quiz competitions on 
international affairs. 

Student speaker bureaus can be es- 
tablished which would be prepared to 
supply speakers on UN issues to local 
civic and high school groups. College 
chapters should attempt to share out- 
side speakers with other community 
groups.

Taxonomy Class Trip 

If Mr. Harris had told his Plant 
Taxonomy Class, 

“Today we are going to see a dino- 
saur — one which has suddenly raised 
itself from antiquity and is now graz- 
ing near a farm in Shepherdstown,” 
the whole class would most likely have 
questioned Mr. Harris’s sanity and 
would have rushed to the nearest 
exit. 

And yet when he said, “Tomorrow 
we will go to see the Gingko tree,” 
the statement no doubt, failed to make 
a very deep impression upon the 
class. They knew something of the 
history of the tree which perhaps 
most of them had learned since en- 
tering the class in July. 

Many people of Shepherdstown, per- 
haps students of the college would 
ask, “What is the Gingko tree?” And 
this very tree, the origin of which pre- 
dates the dinosaur, by several hundred 
million years is growing just a short 
way from town on Miss Nina Mit- 
chell’s farm. 

Miss Mitchell very graciously gave 
Mr. Harris permission to bring his 


one of the most unique plants. 

How were they able to survive when 
other trees of that age fell into ob- 
livion? 

Fossils show that the tree was at 
one time spread fully over the North- 
ern Hemisphere. Climatic conditions 
which have not always been as they 
are today favored the Gingko tree. 
However, as the weather conditions 
changed and the temperature during 
the glaciation period became more 
severe, the plant began to die out. 
When the trees were finally discover- 
ed only the older ones, able to with- 
stand the changing climatic condi- 
tions, were still in existence. 

Extinction would have been inevit- 
able several thousand years ago. But 
the story goes that Chinese priests 
discovered the Gingko growing wild 
in the hills of western China. Be- 
lieving them to be sacred, the priests 
erected temples and worshipped them. 
Tradition also tells that the trees 
were regarded as sacred because they 
were planted only along the avenue 
for the tombs of Chinese kings. 

The tree is grown in the United 
States, Europe, China and elsewhere. 
One thing that accounts for the fav- 
oritism shown this tree is that it is 
immune to both plant and insect dis- 
eases. 

This remarkable tree is not the only 
one of Nature’s wonders which has in- 
terested the Taxonomy class. Several 
field trips have been made by the 
group and the store of knowledge of 
plants increases daily. Many plants 
have been gathered and pressed. Each 
member of the class will make for 
j himself a herborium wherein he will 
I mount and classify each plant he has 
collected. 

Some have added to their collection 
a few chiggers and a case or two of 
poison ivy. Otherwise the class seems 
to be enjoying the whole experience.

tly colleges have exchanged students 
from foreign countries. These students 
should take an active part in the work 
of the International Relations Club. 
They will be able to inform the club 
as to post-war conditions in their 
countries, how the U. N. has affected 
them and what has yet to be done 
in their respective countries. 

Membership Discussions 

A well-informed chapter may be 
maintained iby periodic membership 
discussion of world problems. Special 
study groups should be set up to con- 
centrate on the specific problems which 
will, arise. A faculty study committee 
may be appointed to study the pos- 
sipility of a regular curriculum on 
international relations or the inclusion 
of U. N. material in already existing 
courses. Campus-wide polls of stu- 
dents opinion can be conducted — with 
the results publicized in the locality of 
the college. 

U. N. Forums 

The chapter’s knowledge of U. N. 
should be spread as far as possible. 
One of the best means of doing this 
is by securing radio time. A weekly 
review and analysis of U. N. events 
iwill p^ove worthwhile. Forums on 
particular issues relating to U. N. are 
also popular. Or perhaps the chapter 
will want to sponsor quiz competition 
on international affairs. 

Student speakers bureaus can be es- 
tablished which would be prepared to 
supply speakers on U. N‘. issues to local 
civic and high school groups. College 
chapters should attempt to share out- 
side speakers with other community 
groups. The chapter should also en- 
courage public library displays on U. N. 
literature and posters. Quite possibly 
stores will want to work with local 
divisions of reputable organizations 
also interested in promoting U. N. 
Outside of campus and community ac- 
tivities, the college chapter can spread 
U. N. throughout the state and region 
in which, it is located. Groups not 
affiliated with the Collegiate Council 
for the United Nations should be en- 
couraged to established U. N. commit- 
tees on their campuses. Intrastate 
U. N. associations can be formed with 
the keynote “cooperation on an inter- 
collegiate basis.”

In most cases, the veterans should 
receive their first subsistence check 
early in November, if they enroll prop- 
erly and if the institution certifies 
their enrollment to VA promptly. 

The lapse between date of enrollment 
and receipt of the first check involves 
two factors. First, a veteran generally 
is not entitled to receive a subsistence 
allowance until he has been in train- 
ing for 30 days. Secondly, all checks 
are mailed normally on the first of 
the month, covering the allowances 
due for the previous month. There- 
fore, a veteran enrolling during the lat- 
ter part of September ordinarily w r ould 
not receive his first check any earlier 
than the first of November.

Ikenberry Receives Keys 
From Retiring President 
During College Assembly 

Without fanfare or disruption of the 
normal daily schedule, Dr. Oliver S. 
Ikenberry, on October 1st, formally took 
over the reins from Dr. W. H. Sf White 
as Shepherd College’s first new presi- 
dent in 27 years. 

“Like you freshmen in 'the gold and 
blue caps, I am coming with an at- 
titude of wanting to learn. ... I come 
to Shepherd to serve and I want to be 
of every possible help and assistance 
to you of the faculty and student body,” 
Dr. Ikenberry said, in between giving ! 
in general terms his conseption of an 
academic goal. 

The formal transfer of authority took 
place at a regular assembly in Knutti i 
Hall when Dr. White turned over the 
keys to the front door and his office to 
his successor, who had held the dean- 
ship at Salem College since 1941. 

There was an informal, all-in-the- 
day’s-schedule atmosphere surounding 
the transition though Dr. White in his 
quarter-century tenure had become so 
much a part of the college and com- 
munity that no one was aware that 
the occasion was a memorable one. It 
was the regular Wednesday assembly 
and Dr. White presided in the easy- 
going, amusing, articulate manner that 
thousands have come to identify in his 
innumerable platform appearances. 

Lauds Dr. White 

The personable, friendly, 39-years- 
old new president said that he was 
stepping into Dr. Whit’s shoe’s “with 
a great degree of humility,” character- 
izing Shepherd as “the length and 1 
shadow” of his predecessor, “with the 
capable and able assistance of Dean 
Kenamond and the able faculty that 
have been associated with them.” 
Describing Dr. Ikenberry as an able j 
administrator, “well trained and highly 
prepared.” Dr. White declared that “I 
bespeak for him a great regime,” and | 
that “I turn over to him the keys to j 
the college with the utmost confidence 
in the future of Shepherd.” 

“May you enjoy many happy and 
successful years,” the outgoing presi- 
dent concluded in presenting Dr. Iken- I 
berry who rose to enthusiastic applause, j 
ending in a standing ovation. 

The new head used the letters in the j 
word, “Shepherd,” to outline the eight 
pillars in his idea of a well-rounded 
academic structure for the college — 
Scholarship, Health, Efficient Living, 
Plan for the future, Home and family 
living, Educated man or woman, Re- 
ligious philosophy and its significance 
in the life of the individual, and Dem- 
ocracy. 

Dean A. D. Kenamond and Miss Etta 
O. Williams, who was college secretary 
for many years before retiring, were 
called upon to stand by Dr. White as 
the only two persons at the assembly 
who were at Shepherd when he as- 
suumed the presidency July 1, 1920. 
Dr. White had served 27 years and 
three months to the day in stepping 
down this morning. 

Sing Shepherd Songs 
With Dr. White taking the lead and 
getting the assembly into the spirit of 
things, the two Shepherd songs were 
sung, “Close Beside Potomac Waters,” 
and “O, Shepherd Calls,” after the as- 
sembly had been opened with “Ameri- 
ca, The Beautiful,” with Prof. Carl 
Farnsworth as accompanist. 

The Rev. George Hasel, of Shep- 
herdstown, read the Scripture and 
prayer. 

Dr. Ikenberry came here with his wife 
and children thigbrl 
Dr. Ikenberry and his family will 
take up residence in The Cottage, the 
Shepherd president’s home, which is 
bing repapered and having some other 
work done.

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SHEPHERD VS. 
POTOMAC STATE 


Hundreds of old grads came back 
here Saturday to help Shepherd Col- 
lege students and faculty celebrate the 
biggest Homecoming Day the school 
has had in years and their Alma Ma- 
ter Rams gave their best to make the 
day a perfect one, but were defeated 
by the heavier and more powerful Po- 
tomac State grid machine, after more 
than two hours of fighting valiantly 
the Rams went down to a 16-0 defeat 
at the hands of the unbeaten Inter- 
collegiate Conference leaders. 

FIRST HOME APPEARENCE 

It was the first time the Rams, with 
a record of one defeat and one tie, 
has been on display before their home 
fans and a crowd of some 1,500 clam- 
ored for victory. 

On several different occasions the 
Rams did manage to buck up and 
push the Catamounts to within shad- 
ows of their own goal posts, but their 
offensive strength waned each time 
they drew near the goal and the hopes 
of the fans died about as fast as they 
had flared up. 

A sudden aerial attack early in the 
second period gave the Catamounts 
their first scent of victory and from 
there on in Shepherd fought valiantly 
to hold the score as low as possible. 
It was mostly a defensive game for 
Coach Cletus Lowe’s Rams and they 
turned in top performance from this 
angle. 

A beautiful 30-yard pass from Mc- 
Prouty to Jack Dorsey that was good 
for a touchdown for Potomac State 
provided the game’s first score. 
CATAMOUNTS SCORE 

For one entire period the Rams and 
Cats had battled each other back and 
forth up and down the field, using 
the punt to jockey into the right spot 
for scoring. After the Catamounts 
saw that they were only denting and 
not breaking the determined Ram for- 
ward wall, they shifter their tactical 
manuvering to the air, getting results 
euvering to the air, getting results 
immediately. The first pass thrown by 
Stanislawczyk to Peters was good for 
a first down and on the next play 
another pass produced a score. The 
try for extra point by placement was 
blocked and Potomac State held a 6-0 
lead. 

After Potomac State kicked off, the 
Rams threatened momentarily to nul- 
ify that Cat’s score by getting one of 
their own, but a pass interception by 
Szfran deep in his own territory broke 
up the Shepherd goalward drive. After 
racing the pigskin back to the Shep- 
herd 45 Szfran moved another 20 yards 
deeper in Shepherd territory and then 
a fourth-down pass from Ritter to 
Peters clicked for the Catamount’s 
second touchdown. 

For a second time the Rams blocked 
out the try for extra point. 

The Rams threatened to score just 
before the first half ended when they 
took the Potomac State kickoff and 
carried it to the 28-yard line, but 
there the half ended. 

After the prize-winning Martinsburg 
High School band had entertained the 
jovial crowd for some 10 minutes at 
halftime, the two teams again took up 
their battle and two safeties were the 
only scores registered in the last cwo 
periods. 

The first one came in the late stages 
of the third period when Saunders 
blocked Paul Barr’s punt which rolled 
into the end zone and caused the 
Rams to be caught behind their own 
goal line. 

In the final period the Rams again 
found themselves back up against their 
own goal posts and the final score 
came when Fullback Myers was caught 
in back of the Shepherd goal. 

The game was so hardf ought through- 
out it kept the officials busy handling 
penalties for holding and other acts 
committed by both teams as a result 
of being over-anxious in their play. 

The entire Shepherd line turned in 
an outstanding brand of defensive ball, 
with Paul Barr, Shepherd end, Hink 
Lewis, Myers and Hamilton, backfield 
men, also giving good performances.

TIE 0-0 


In sixty -full minutes of strong de- 
fensive play the Shepherd Rams bat-

Team Captain Roger Myers and

to make it full time for them. 

Shepherd’s strong defensive ability 
was shown in the fourth quarter when 
Concord was held on the one -foot line 
until the game ended. Concord was 
unable to score on four tries from the 
four-yard line. 

The Shepherd line-up was crippled 
by the absence of Gattone who has 
cracked ribs, and Emory Hamilton who 
has been ill this past week.

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Miss Snyder Lectures 
On British Education 

Before Meeting of IRC 
Notes Different Methods 
and Viewpoints of English 

The International Relations Club of ! 
Shepherd College held its third meet- 
ing of the school year on Monday, 
October 20, at 7: CO ,p. m., in the Rec- 
reation Room of Snyder Science Hall. 

Speaker of the evening was Miss 
Rachel Snyder, who gave her experi- 
ences of last summer as a student at 
Oxford University. She related an in- 
teresting account of her trip to Eng- 
land and return. Miss Snyder described 
the town of Oxford, the University, the 
physical plant (consisting of 28 colleges 
and five thousand students), the var- 
ious nationalities represented in the 
student body and the method of in- 
struction. Miss Snyder was enrolled in 
the course in Western European Civ- 
ilization in the 20th Century ; The class 
was divided into two seminar groups; 
her work was in politics and economics. 
Some of the lectures were on: The 

Liberal Theory of the State European 
Conceptions of Democracy, The English 
Novel and The English Spirit, etc. 

Miss Snyder gave the high points of 
the lecture with which she was most 
impressed: The Nuremburg Trials and 
International Law, by Dr. A. L. Good- 
hart. “Law is the most important part 
of civilized existence, life without law' 
is brutal,” said the speaker. During 
the 19th century and the first half of 
the 20th century several attempts have 
been made to substitute international 
law for anarchy : the Hague conferences, 
the Hague court, the League of Na- 
tions, World Court, etc. But with 
World War II came an act of delib- 
erate aggression for which the Nazis 
were personally responsible. The Nur- 
emburg trials established the following 
principles : 

1. Substituted international law for 
vengeance. 

2. Established evidence of Nazi aggres- 
sion for all time. 

3. Decreed that aggressive war is an 
intermational crime, contrary to inter- 
national law. 

Main discussion for the business 
meeting concerned sending delegates 
(to -the two-day conference beginning 
November 14, at William and Mary 
College. It is hoped that at least one 
oar, and possibly two, can be secured 
to take Shepherd’s delegates to Will- 
iamsburg. At the meeting there “U. S. 
Foreign Policy— Peace Through a Bal- 
ance of Power or Through a Strong 
United Nations” will be discussed. 

The Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace furnishes the local 
International Relations Club with 
“Foreign Policy Reports” and the In- 
ternational Relations Club “News Bul- 
letin.” The Collegiate Council for Unit- 
ed Nations sends “‘Changing World ” 
monthly publication of the American 
Association for United Nations, and the 
Weekly Bulletin of UN. These four 
papers are on reserve in the school lib- 
rary for students and faculty members 
who want up-to-date news on inter- 
national affairs. 

The International Relations Club 
invites all students and faculty mem- 
bers to attend its meetings, held on 
the second and fourth Monday eve- 
nings of each month.

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Ikenberry Speaks 
To Shepherd AAUP 

COLLEGE PRESIDENT 
ADDRESSES AAUP ON 
W. VA. HIGHER EDUCATION 

The Shepherd College branch of the 
American Association of University 
Professors met on Thursday evening,. 
October 23, in the sewing room of the 
Science Hall. Miss Cree, president of 
the chapter, introduced the speaker. 
Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, president of 
Shepherd College. He spoke of recent 
trends in higher education. “Higher 
education in West Virginia, along with 
the rest of the nation, is riding on 
the crest of a wave,” said Dr. Iken- 
berry. Higher education has been giv- 
en an impetus for expansion by the 
great number of veterans who are now 
entering the colleges. The war did 
much to enchance the popular demand 
for education. As one discharged pri- 
vate said recently, “The GI’s are com- 
ing back home believing that a fellow 
isn’t much good unless he has a good 
education.” Uncle Sam has had t be 
vision to provide scholarships for the e 
veterans by the passage by Congre.-s 
of the GI Bill of Rights. Dr. Iker- 
berry compared college enrollment fig- 
ures of the years following World War 
I with those of the present post-war 
period. On the basis of these figures 
he predicted (quoting Dean Partch of 
Rutgers University) college enrollment 
for 1960 of 3,733,000 students. 

The problem of providing an ade- 
quate educational program is one of 
the great challenges to higher educa- 
tion. New bases for college admission 
are being studied. New Methods of 
financing have been adopted. The 
federal government, by aiding the vet- 
erans, is supplementing the limited 
budgets of the colleges. The GI Bill 
pays the colleges about three-quarters 
of a billion dollars for the instruction 
of veterans. The Federal Public Hous- 
ing Administration has provided tem- 
porary housing accommodations and 
other facilities at government expense 
for the use of the veterans. The colleges 
have been granted special priority in 
acquiring surplus property. 

Other problems facing the colleges 
[are: securing an adequately trained 
[faculty and staff, revision of the col- 
lege curriculum to meet the needs of 
students, offering a program of general 
education to prepare students for liv- 
ing in a democratic society, offering 
vocational courses to teach the student 
to earn a living, and the inclusion of 
an effective personnel and guidance 
program. Each college in West Vir- 
ginia should be a community-centered 
institution which would serve the com- 
munity needs. But the greatest chal- 
lenge facing all educators today is 
“Education for One World.” 

Dr. Ikenberry concluded by saying, . 
“The colleges of West Virginia must 
study diligently the task ahead, pre- 
pare to furnish more education, dis- 
tribute it better and make it more- 
effective in the building of a better 
West Virginia.” 

An interesting forum discussion fol- 
lowed the main speech. After adjourn- 
ment, refreshments, consisting of 
pumpkin pie and coffee, were served 
by the hostesses, Miss Williams and 
Mrs. Widmyer.

Mrs. Harris is the wife of the college’s 
biology professor, and has two young 
daughters in elementary school. She 
came to Shepherdstown from Salem, 
W. Va., and is a graduate of Salem 
College. 


Leaves cover the campus and teach- 
ers smile their approval as students 
pair off to make the historic journey 
to view Rumsey’s Monument on the 
banks of the beautiful blue Potomac. 
The view inspires the observers and 
the bronze plaque relates historic facts. 
Some students believe the name should 
be changed to “Inspiration Point’’ be- 
cause of the wonderful sentiment at- 
tached by former grads. 


The History of Education class had 
an opportunity to look in upon some 
very interesting early history of the 
1 schools of this region when Miss Ella 
May Turner, the retired head of the 
English Dept, here, spoke to Miss 
Shaw’s class Friday, September 26. She 
shared with the class, gleanings of 
years of collections from old files, and 
stories and descriptions of the old coun- 
try school as told by her father. 

One of Earliest Schools 

One of the earliest Shepherdstown 
schools of which there is any available 
record, was taught by Robert Cockbum. 
It was here at the time the Bedingers 
arrived in 1762. In a deed given by 
Thomas Shepherd to William Brown 
there is mention of a school on High 
Street. According to the deed, that 
building was located on the lot now 
owned by Mr. Luther Thompson. In 
an old account book there is mention 
of Alexander Gray, schoolmaster, near 
Thornburg’s. The date on the bill is 
1777. There was still a German school 
here as late as 1803. 

Other teachers whose names are 
mentioned in old records are William 
Clarke, who taught school in Shep- 
herdstown in 1793; Thomas Pollock, 
and William Hailer who had among 
his pupils, children of James Rumsey. 

Problems of Discipline 

In spite of the stern discipline of 
the early days it is evident that at 
least some of the children remained 
unsubdued, for Dr. Moses Hogge, pas- 
tor of the Presbyterian church, wrote 
in his diary: “August 7, 1791 — I at- 
tended the examination of Mr. D’s 
school and gave a word of exhortation 
to the pupils. But I seemed to be on 
forbidden ground. What a pity that 
so few guides of our early youth are 
properly fitted for the charge commited 
to their care.” 

Early Academies 

Miss Turner gave a brief history of 
the early academies of this section. 
Among the early teachers of academies 
in Shepherdstown, were Reverend Rob- 
ert Stubbs, Dr. Moses Hogge, and Rev- 
erend Joseph Wilson. 

In a newspaper dated June 19, 1795 
was found this interesting account of 
the plans for the Charles Town acad- 
emy: 

“To be let to the lowest bidder the 
building of a house, either of brick or 
of stone, contemplated to be raised for 
the Charles Town academy. Its dimen- 
sions will be 48 x 20 feet in the clear, 
two stories high. All undertakers in 
; the stone mason, brick layers and join- 
,ers business wishing for the employ- 
ment are requested to have their pro- 
posals ready and attend a meeting of 
the trustees which will be held in 
Charles Town on the 20th of July next 
when the terms will be settled.” 

On August 10, the following, the 
trustees received bids from John Young 
and Charles Fouke for the construction 
of a suitable building. They proposed 
a brick and stone building 40 x 20 feet 
to cost 550 pounds, or about $1833.00. 
Although the estimates were more than 
the total subscriptions, the contract 
was let for a building on South Law- 
rence Street. The work was supervised 
by George Hite and William Hill. 

One of the most important regula- 
tions of the academy was that is should 
provide for the free education of youths 
who might otherwise be deprived of 
learning. 

School for Girls 

Opposite this academy was a school 
for girls taught by the Reverend Christ- 
opher Collins and his sister, Angelica 
Collins. The boys at the academy 
wrote notes, tied them to stones and 
threw them across the street to the 
girls. This misconduct resulted in the 
removal of the girl’s school several 
miles out into the country. 

The first available record of a co- 
educational school was March 1824 
when Joseph Baker advertised in the 
Farmer’s Repository that he would open 
a school for male and female pupils. 

EARLY BOY 3 

Early Boys* School 

An important private school of about 
the middle of the 19th century was 
taught by Mr. Pierce in a little frame 
building called the Salt Box. It stood 
opposite the Episcopal rectory. This 
school prepared boys for college. Among 


its students who became well known 
are the names of Henry Kyd Douglas 
and Alexander R. Boteler. 

Near Marsh farm owned by Battaile 
Muse was a school established by John 
McPhereson, Battaile Muse, William 
Castleman and Thomas Kennan. Dur- 
ing the summer sessions the pupils 
were at school from seven to twelve, 
and from two to an hour by the sun. 
There were the following hollidays: 
eight days at Christmas (later reduced 
to six), two days at Easter, and two 
at Whitsuntide. 

The General Assembly authorized 
the establishment of free schools in 
several counties in 1846 and 1847. Jeff- 
erson county was among the first to 
take advantage of 'this provision. A 
very old country school was the Liberty 
Grove school near Billmyer’s Mill. One 
of the teachers was John Newman, ft 
veteran of the war of 1812. Archibald 
Powell also taught at Liberty Grove 
for a number of years. Miss Turner’s 
father and his brothers attended this 
school. She told of stories that she 
had heard of the use of cat-o-nine 
tails, and other means of punishment. 

Two of the early school buildings of 
Shepherdstown are still standing. One 
is one the southeast corner of Princess 
and New Streets, and the other is at 
the northwest end of Washington St. 

School Now Jail 

The old county jail at the northwest 
corner of King and High street was 
bought for a school building in 1881. 
The remodeled jail school building was 
/replaced by the present elementary 
school building in 1900. 

In conclusion Miss Turner stated 
that she regretted that she had not 
been able to secure more definite in- 
formation about th teachers of Jeffer- 
son County; but although even the 
names of many had been forgotten, 
no one can say that they did not build 
for themselves an enduring memorial 
through the influence they exerted 
[upon the lives of those whom they 
served and taught.

The youth of today would have little 
of the yesteryears to look back on had 
it not been for the pride of the house- 
wives. The women of fifty years ago 
prided themselves on their accomplish- 
ments with needle and thread as well 
as with broom and mop. Therefore 
there was a necessity for a “spare room” 
where these abilities could be proven 
This room was the shrine, monument, 
and show r place of the past and pres- 
ent. Here were family portraits on 
gilded easles shrouded in black satin, 
where Aunties countenance was visable 
only when the black drapes were drawn 
back by a silk cord. The old walnut 
organ covered with framed tin-types 
of several generations and the gold- 
fringed velvet stool depicted that grand 
Victorian age. Grandmother’s black 
mohair couch was between portiered 
windows, accenting the red floral de- 
sign of the carpet. In the center of 
the room was an oval table where a 
hand crocheted scarf was displayed to 
protect the dark wood from the oil of 
the gaily 'painted lamp. Elaborately 
carved Victorian chairs with red plush 
upholstery were placed in conspicuous 
places. Few spare rooms would have 
been complete without the highly - 
polished brass hinged oak chest, con- 
taining prize- winning pieced quilts, 
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crocheted bed spreads, and table cloths; 
these being securely locked with a 
heavy brass key, which was kept on 
the mantle. 

Now one enters a new generation — 
the modern era and the spare room. 
Here the massive furniture has been 
replaced by dainty spinet piano, lounge 
chairs, small end-tables, and a chintz- 
covered sofa. Gone are the carpeted 
floors and in place of these are small 
oval rugs scattered on the floor. Dainty 
i*uffled curtains are seen from the 
street — replacing the heavy drapes. 
Electric table lamps and floor lamps 
have taken the place of kerosene lamps. 
The bookshelves contain not the leath- 
er-bound classics and encyclopedias, 
but gaily-bound novels of sea adven- 
ture, humorous and risque stories as 
well as authentic realisms of the past 
World War. Beside the sofa is a rack 
of such current magazines as Life, Look 
and the Readers Digest taking theplace 
of the almanac and other now out-of 
print magazines. 

These are the past and present spare 
rooms, each depicting a different taste 
according to tire advancement of this 
rapidly changing world. The modern 
spare room or parlor is constantly in 
use. Susie’s playmates are entertained 
there as are Dad’s business associates. 
This is a great contrast to the immacu- 
late seldom-used room of yesterday. 
Children of today have no thrilling 
hours of being allowed to play the 
organ or sit on the plush chairs while 
the Reverend was being entertained. 
Never will they have the experience 
of going into the cold, damp parlor 
with a lighted lamp to see the beautiful 
tinsel-covered Christmas tree with the 
dim rays of light following on pop- 
corn and candy canes that had been 
hung on the tree. 

These are realities that have faded 
in the past and now are sweet memor- 
ies to be related to the grandchildren 
of the modem generation.

The Shepherd College Rams lost 
their second and last home game of 
the season at the Martinsburg High 
School field Saturday night, October 
18. as approximately 1,500 fans wathc- 
ed the Salem Tigers take advantage of 
breaks to tally a final score of 12 
against 7 for the Rams. 

The first quarter was played almost 
entirely in the Tigers’ territory with 
the Rams’ line forming a solid wall 
that the Tigers could not penetrate. 
Both teams were scoreless until Salem’s 
first break and first touchdown came 
with less than one minute remaining in 
the first half. A Salem pass deep in 
Shepherd’s territory was deflected from 
the helmet of Tommy Cloonan into the 
hands of Primozic in the end zone for 
the score. The Tigers failed in their 
attempt for the extra point. 

Shepherd struck back early in the 
third period as fullback Roger Myers 
shot a short pass to “Hink Lewis, who 
broke through the line of scrimmage 
arid carried the ball on a 45 -yard rim 
to Salem’s 25 yard line. Shepherd lost 
the ball on downs after moving to the 
four-yard line and Salem punted out 
with the ball falling at the Salem 30- 
yard line into the hands of Cloonan, 
who returned it to the 22. On the 
next play Lewis passed to Peer who 
went over for the score. Tucker, Shep- 
herd’s dependable place kicker booter 
the extra point which put Shepherd 
in the lead 7-6. 

Salem’s second six -pointer came in 
the fourth period. After the first real 
drive of the game Salem was halted 
by the Shepherd forward wall at the 
Ram’s 33. On fourth down the Tiger’s 
punted and the ball landed in the end 
zone taking a backward whirl on to 
the playing field. Hink Lewis picked 
the ball up in an attempt to get it 
into the open field but was almost 
instantly hit by two Salem tacklers. 
The ball was knocked from his arms 
and was recovered on the five yard 
line by Yurcheck of the Tigers. 

After three attempts at the strong 
Shepherd line Cackowski carried it 
over from the one foot line for six 
points. 

The Rams used a “T” formation for 
the first time this year and although 
they had practised only a week, defi- 


Fans at the Glenville Homecoming 
game watched the Shepherd College 
Rams push Glenville all over the field 
during the first half and most of the 
second half and then fall behind in 
the last four minutes of the game to 
lose 13 to 9. 

Glenville’s first score came in the 
latter part of the second quarter when 
they scored on a pass after three at- 
tempts to go through the Shepherd 
line. They converted the extra , point 
making it 7-0 at the half. 

Shepherd’s only touchdown of the 
game was made in the third quarter 
as Barr caught a pass from Cloonan 
and galloped over for the score. Tucker 
failed to make the extra point. 

In the final period of the game Peer 
intercepted a Glenville pass on his own 
30 yard line and zig-zagged down the 
field in a spectacular run in which he 
reversed his field three times evading 
all tacklers but becoming exhausted he 
fell to the ground at the 9 -yard line, 
unable to make it into the end- zone 
for the score. After three attempts to 
get through ithe Glenville line Tucker 
place-kicked sending the ball end over 
end through the uprights and puting 
the Rams out in front 9-7. 

The decisive score for Glenville came 
with approximately four minutes left 
to play after 'the Shepherd line again 
subbomly held for three downs but 
were penetrated on 'the fourth down in 
an off- tackle play from the 1-foot line. 
Glenville failed in the attempt for the 
extra point. 

With 'approximately one and one- 
half minutes left 'to play, Shepherd 
received the ball and moved to the 
Glenville 15 -yard line where they iost 
the ball in the toughest break of the 
day, when a Glenville man intercepted 
a pass on third down and the game 
ended after Glenville had made two 
plays, with Shpherd trailing 9 to 13. 

Barr, Zenucci and Cloonan played 
an outstanding game for the Rams. 

Perhaps the most important factor 
in the Ram’s inability to push over 
the goal line on several occasions was 
the lack of substitutes to give the play- 
ers sufficient rest and enable them to 
hold their power in reserve for just 
such occasions.

Myrtle K. Miller has been chairman 
of the archery committee of the Na- 
tional Section on Women’s Athletics. 
During her chairmanship of that Com- 
mittee she produced a technique chart 
which is universally used as a guide 
to good shooting form. Archery films 
were also produced. 

The Black Feet Indians of Hearte, 
Butte, Montana initiated her into 
group and gave her an Indian name — 
Nina Nama Akeow — “Chief Bow Wo- 
man.”

Dr. Ikenberry in his talk gave an 
analysis of the word teacher. He said 
that the first letter “t” might well 
stand for truth. A teacher should be 
a great lover and seeker for truth. One 
of the great jobs of a teacher is to 
pass on the truth of all times and to 
keep the torch of truth burning at all 
times. 

The second letter of teacher is “e” 
which stands for enthusiasm. Teachers 
who have great love for work seeming- 
ly catch the enthusiasm or emotion. 
It is a great motivating factor which 
carries us along when everything else 
fails. 

The third letter “a” stands for am- 
bition. Teachers who look ahead and 
plan to be of service to boys and girls 
with whom they are working find joy 
and satisfaction. 

The fourth letter “c” stands for 
character. One of the most important 
cornerstones to incorporate in the 
teacher’s carrer is character. Teachers 
have greater influence on the char- 
acter of boys and girls than their par- 
ents have. For this reason, teachers 
should develop good characters. 

The fifth letter “h” is very import- 
ant. It stands for helpfulness. The 
teacher serves as a guide who must be 
very helpful — willing to act as a guide 
and to solve certain problems. The 
spirit of helpfulness is a very import- 
ant quality. 

The sceond “e” in the word teacher 
stands for earnest. A teacher should 
be earnest about his or her job. Since 
teaching is hard work, teacher’s need 
to have a great capacity for work. 

Closely connected is the last letter 
“r” which stands for responsibility.

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THE OLD GRAVEYARD Trent Addresses SEA

The old graveyard is to be disting- 
uished from the more modern “slab 
orchard" in or near some large city or 
adorning seme public highway known 
to all as the “cemetery.’’ Since the 
cemetery’s ownership is more or less a 
corporation, some one is held respon- 
sible for keeping it clean. It usually 
looks more like a park than a place 
for buring the dead. 

The old graveyard is a remote spot 
along a country road and is always full 
of brush and vines which cover the 
graves and many markers. It is always 
poorly fenced, if any fence exists at 
all. Quietness prevails to such a degree 
about the old graveyard that the vicin- 
ity seems haunted with “spooks.” 

Contrary to popular belief, the old 
graveyard serves more than one pur- 
pose. Of course its prime use is to 
serve as an ante-room for the “here- 
after.” In short it is the lot wherein 
the deed of a nearby town are buried. 

The second most popular use of the 
old graveyard is to serve as a rendez- 
vous for young love-makers. A recent 
poll was taken to decide this question. 

Much to the surprise of the writer, 
some persons, a few of whom were 
college students, had never heard of 
the age-old graveyard kiss. It is quite 
evident that these persons are from 
the city, where the graveyard has been 
replaced by the cemetery. But to the 
ethers who had, all agreed that it was 
the most enjoyable and satisfying of 
all. 

It has never been determined why 
the old graveyard is such a favorite 
spot for the occasion. Certainly the 
old tomb-stones don’t afford much 
comfort as a place to sit. In fact noth- 
ing which cculd be mentioned here 
wou’d seem to favor the old graveyard 
as an ideal spot for two young lovers 
to do the'r “spooning” in. 

It is the opinion of the writer that 
people have decided if dead men tell 
no “lies’ perhaps they will not tell 
the truth. 

It is supposed by some that love- 
making in a graveard is an animal 
instinct, fer lower class animals cling 
to this custom also. A worm was 
heard to say to his sweetheart one 
night in a graveyard, “Come dear, let’s 
go deeper and make love in dead 
Ernest.” 

Of course, there are other uses of 
the old graveyard such as keeping the 
grave-diggers employed. furnishing 
lodging for bums, and some people even 
get inspiration at the grave of a hus- 
band or wife. One man was caught 
at .he grave of his mother-in-law. Yet, 
these uses are very minor in compari- 
son to the others. 

It might be inferred that -the old 
graveyard is a “hang-out” for young 
people only, but it must be remembered 
that the old too are just dying to go 
to the old graveyard. 


Curricula revisions to meet “chang- 
ing need of society and international 
relationships” and construction of ade- 
quate school buildings were singled 
out by State Superintendent W. W. 
Trent, Nov. 7, as primary objectives of 
progressive education. 

It was a public duty to see that 
schools were supplied with substantial 
quarters and “somebody must and will 
find the revenue to finance their con- 
struction,” the West Virginia educa- 
tional chief told the State Education 
Association convention. 

His address which also defined 
the “definite part” schools must 
play in establishing and maintain- 
ing world peace, was made before 
a large section of the 13,000 dele- 
gates who elected Miss Corma 
Mowery of Clarksburg as president 
in their first post-war meeting. 

She succeeded Rex Smith of Morgan- 
town. 

Recent increases in appropriations 
for schools will not provide funds for 
buildings, Trent said, and enumerated 
State funds, large increases in valua- 
tions and bond issues made legal 
through a constitutional amendment 
as the three possible sources of revenue 
to pay for such construction. 

“I prefer paying as we go but since 
conditions do no permit that or the 
forces that be will not approve it, re- 
sort 'to a bond issue seems the only 
possible way through,” he said in criti- 
cizing those who have opposed his 12- 
years fight for State aid and calling 
for support of the amendment 
Citing pre-World War II Germany 
as an example where development cl 
skill and knowledge alone failed to 
preserve its future, Trent declared that 
education through curricula revisions 
must help supply “this lack” of indi- 
vidualism and spiritualism “otherwise 
when storms of Communism and Fas- 
cism and other ‘isms’ come, they will 
fall as the house built upon sand.” 
“Boys and girls and adults must 
knew more in the future,” he said, 
“and know how to use better what they 
know. They must know how to be 
neighbors to citizens cf the world and 
how to serve and act as citizens of a 
united world.” 

He reviewed education’s great strides 
in its march forward since he was a 
member of the SEA’s executive com- 
mittee in 1916 and pointed out that 
such advances on a national scale were 
recognized by the United Nations 
through organizations of UNESCO and 
the part assigned to it “of helping tq 
establish peace through understand- 
ing.” 

In a previous address, FBI Inspec- 
tor John J. McGuire recited educa- 
tion’s contribution to the correction of 
juvenile delinquency.

A — Any veteran with an established 
service-connected disability is entitled 
to out-patient treatment for the 
service-connected 1 disability, regardless 
of the degree of disability. 

Q — If I go to a private physician to 
determine whether I need hospital 
or domicilary care, will the govern- 
ment pay the cost of the examination? 

A — The Government will pay the 
cost cf examinations by a private phy- 
sician only if Veterans Administration 
has given the physician prior authority 
for such examination. 

Q — Please tell me what veterans are 
eligible to have prescriptions filled at 
Government expense? 

A — If the veteran’s physician has 
been authorized by Veterans Admin- 
istration to treat the veteran, VA will 
pay cost of the prescription if it is 
used in treatment of the veteran's 
service-connected-disability. 

Q — What books and equipment does 
Veterans Administration supply or pay 
for while a veteran is taking educa- 
tion or training under the G' — I Bill? 

A — VA pays for all books and equip- 
ment that the school requires of all 
students in the same course. 

Q — May I change the course I am 
taking for another that I like better 
and in which I feel there is a better 
future for me? 

A.— Yes. Ycu may change your 
course providing you have VA’s per- 
mission to do so. If the facts in your 
case indicate that a change will be to 
your best interest, VA will grant 
authorization for the change. 

Q — Is out-patient treatment avail- 
able to a veteran with a non -service - 
connected disability? 

A— No. 

Q — I was a member of the WAAC 
but did not continue in the service 
when it became the WAC. Am I en- 
titled to hospitalization in a Veterans 
Administration hospital? 

A — Yes, if ycu meet eligibility re- 
quirements. 

Q — I work in the day and would 
like to know if I may enroll in a night 
school or take a part-time course 
under the G — I Bill? 

A— Yes.

The center of attraction in the entire 
region is, of course, Lost River State 
Park. In these articles I have tried to 
avoid superlatives, but it is hard to 
forego them here. If there is another 
state park in the East as attractive as 
this one, I have not been privileged to 
see it. There are many, obviously, built 
around one central feature which is 
more spectacular than anything Lost 
River has to offer. But it is a combin- 
ation of happy circumstances — mount- 
ains, forest, rugged cliffs, beautiful 
flowers, historic interest, and skillful 
development — which gives this park its 
charm. The ensemble is right, and the 
results satisfying. 

Most West Virginians going to Lost 
River Park will approach it through 
Moorefield. If the weather is good and 
the roads dry, the motorist should tra- 
vel to the park by the shorter second- 
ary highway which crosses South 
Branch mountain. This is the more 
scenic route, with wonderful views of 
the South Branch valley. In case of 
bad weather, there is a longer, sur- Lost River area 


years there has developed an extensive 
poultry industry.

The possibilities of scenic side trips 
from the Lost River region are almost 
infinite.

There are many students who do not 
fall in the fifteen per cent class who 
have personal problems which psychia- 
try could assist in solving. The actual 
number of breakdowns in any weh- 
selected student body will not exceed 
two per cent, however. The committee 
found that very few colleges offer the 
services of a psychiatrist at present 
and suggested that teams of psychia- 
tric specialists would solve the need.

In Mr. Randolph’s address to WVIPA 
he emphasized that in World Wars I 
and II the United States had had time 
and distance to aid it; if there were 
a third world war the U. S. w 7 ould have 
manpower and productivity but not 
time and distance as assets. There are 
many reasons why the U. S. cannot 
engage in another w 7 orld war. Part of 
the responsibility for this war would be 
on every college individual. 

Two billion dollars was spent on the 
atom bomb and only a fraction of that 
amount need be put into research in- 
to the causes of war and their pre- 
vention. Americans must have more 
faith in the United Nations, besides the 
right leadership, to prevent war. 

Mr. Randolph had several sugges- 
tions for maintaining peace. One con- 
cerned the creation of a Department 
of Peace whose purpose would be to 
educate people with factual propa- 
ganda on our way of life. A second 
method suggested that the U. S. stay 
within the limits of the U. N., not with- 
drawing when things go wrong. U. S. 
desire and responsibility to lead the 
world into lasting peace should be told 
and retold. 

A fourth means centers around keep- 
ing America strong. America should 
build the world’s mightiest airforce in 
the next several years so that no enemy 
would dare strike at this country. 
Service people who died in war had no 
right to die, and every right to live. 

Mr. Randolph closed his address in 
saying that the world must be a one- 
community world; that the U. S. had 
five years in which to build peace; and 
that if the peace were not built by that 
time it would be too late.

Peace — through a balance of power 
or world government? Can the UN in 
its present form keep peace? Can a 
Federal World Government keep the 
peace? These were some of the ques- 
tions submitted to the delegates to the 
Inter-Regional conference of the Inter- 
national Relations Club of William and 
Mary College at Williamsburg, Virginia, 
during November 14 and 15. Jose M. 
Sune, William Day, Charles Billmyer, 
Melvin Fawcett and Julio G. Perez- 
Torres were the delegates representing 
Shepherd College in the conference 
which included some seventy dele- 
gates, representing over twenty 
colleges of the states of Maryland, 
West Virginia, Virginia and North Car- 
olina. For the discussions of the above 
problems, four round-tables were es- 
tablished. The discussions during the 
conference were held in the form of 
debates at the end of which the de- 
bated problem was submitted to vote 
and conclusions were drafted in the 
form of resolutions. 

The conference reached its highlight 
during the address of Mr. George 
Saute, Director of the Institute on 
World Government at Rollins College, 
as well as during the debate between 
Randolph-Macon College and William 
and Mary College which resolved that 
a Federal World Government should 
be established. 

Mr. George Saute, one of the out- 
standing Federalists in the United 
States, gave in his address the com- 
plete history of the Federalist Move- 
ment since 1942, emphasizing the fact 
that seventeen states of the Union have 
already passed resolutions favoring the 
establishment of a Federal World Gov- 
enrment. Mr. Saute said to the dele- 
gates: “The international situation is 

calling for a drastic change in the 
machinery established to attain the 
peace and security of the world.” The 
change as seen by Mr. Saute is “the 
strengthening of the UNO or its com- 
plete eradication, and to then install 
a World Federation in which all the 
nations will surrender to the Federation 
their power to make war. In return 
for the national surrender of power, 
the Federal World Government will 
enforce law and international security 
with laws applicable to nations as well 
as to individuals. 

The International Relations Club of 
Shepherd College sent its delegates to 
make a study of the new international 
movement and then to report on their 
impressions and conclusions during the 
I. R. C. meeting of November 24. The 
Shepherd delegates, when interviewed 
and asked to express their opinions 
said: “The Federalism Movement is 
based on the fact that peace is the 
most important factor in the preser- 
vation and development of the world. 
Using, “Anatomy of Peace,” by Emory 
Reves, as their bible, the Federalists, 
believe that “nothing can distort the 
true picture of conditions and events 
in this world more than to regard one’s 
own country as the center of the uni- 
verse, and to view all things solely in 
their relationship to this fixed point. 
Yet, this is the only method admitted 
and used by the seventy or eighty 
national governments of our world, by 
our legislators and diplomats, by our 
press and radio. All the conclusions, 
principles, and policies of the people 
are necessarily drawn from the warped 
picture of the world obtained by such 
a primitive method of observation.” 
The Federalist claim that our political 
conceptions are self-defeating and 
false because: (1) Fascist countries 

assert that democracy and communism 
are one and the same thing, that de- 
mocracy is only a political carollary of 
Communism and that a Democratic 
system must lead to Bolshevism; (2) 
Communists insist that democracy and 
Fascism are one and the same thing, 
that both are capitalistic, that under 
both, private capital exploits the work- 
ers; that Fascism is the latest and high- 
est form of capitalism, nothing but a 
device of reactionaries to destroy so-

I To historic Shepherdstown came the 
j earliest settlers in the state of West 
Virginia. The town was first chart- 
ered as Mechlenburg in 1762, when so 
many towns and counties in the Eng- 
lish colonies were doing honor to their 
| new queen, the Princess Charlotte of 
Mechlenburg. Out of Shepherdstown 
came more soldiers of the Revolution 
than from any town of its size in old 
Virginia, gladdening the heart of Gen- 
eral George Washington when they 
made their famous “Bee Line” to Eos- 
i ton. Here on the site of the old 
college building Thomas Shepherd* 
founder of the town, had erected his 
house of stone to serve as a community 
stronghold against Indian attack, one 
of a long line of forts on the Virginia 
frontier extending from Fort Seyfcert 
in Pendleton County to Fort Maidstone 
in Old Berkeley. 

In the early days the tide of immi- 
gration from Maryland and Pennsyl- 
vania crossed the Potomac east of the 
town at Pack Horse Ford on its w 
up the Shenandoah Valley and the 
South Branch. Later came Swear- 
ingen’s ferry in 1775, where today the ' 
James Rumsey Bridge spans the Poto- 
mac. Maryland and West Virginia 
have joined hands accross Potomaos 
i waters by designating this as a ane- 
1 morial bridge in recognition of Run: - 
Jsey’s successful demonstration of his 
i steamboat at this place in 1787. 

Shepherd College recognizes its his- 
torical setting in its traditions. For 
nearly fifty years her sons and danigh-

Shepherd College has just rounded 
out 75 years as a state institution. Its 
antecedents reach far back in history, 
for Shepherdstown has a tradition of 
higher education. A long line of aca- 
demics run back to 1762, when Robert 
Cockburn (pronounced Co-burn) had a 
school teaching the higher branches, 
particularly mathematics and survey- 
ing. And in 1787 when distinguished 
men of the community, like General 
Horatio Gates of Travler’s Rest, gave 
written testimony of having seen 
James Rumsey’s successful demonstra- 
tion of his steamboat, Robert Stubbs, 
serving as rector of the English Church, 
signed his certificate of testimony as 
Principal of the Shepherd’s Town Aca- 
demy. A fellow townsman described 
the rector and principal as “rosy- 
cheeked and plmptiludinous.” 

During the past 75 years Shepherd 
College has sent out more than 2860 
graduates, has prepared thousands for 
the teaching profession and qualified 
many, many others to enter upon

been proven failures, unable to secure 
peace, because such theories as inter- 
nationalism, self-determination, collec- 
tive security, and balance of power 
have been proven by history to be 
fallacious, and as it is necessary to 
establish such an organization in which 
all these failures can be charged into 
successes and those fallacies into truth. 

They have called such organization a 
World Federal Government and it 
would have a constitution drawn up 
by the people with representation on 
the basis of population, ability, and 
education.

“They believe that peace in any coun- 
try can not be maintained without the 
existence of an effective universal 
governmental organization to prevent 
crime in the international field.

Three, the war has taught us that 
we can produce at $200,000,000,000 na- 
tional income. Four, we need not fear 
a national debt of $250,000,000,000 as 
long as our total national income is 
! approximately $150,000,000,000 a year 
or more, because we can pay off our 
debt rather easily. Five, the United 
States of America is operating success- 
fully under a system of free enterprise. 
Six, we have fifteen million who are 
veterans of World War II who want 
to find a successful place in the world 
and we must help them to succeed. 
Dr. Chase stated that we should take 
every precaution against allowing an- 
other depression like the previous one 
during the early thirties. 

Another outstanding speaker was Dr. 
Stanley High, who spoke on inter- 
national affairs. Dr. High stated that 
we live not in one world, but two 
worlds; one of freedom, the other of 
totalitarianism. Dr. High stated that in 
times of peace we allow crises to de- 
velop that sometimes lead to war. He 
said that the United States should 
assume the role of being our brother’s 
keeper.

higher studies for the law, the ministry, f 
medicine, engineering, library and so- j 


cial service. 


Today the college confers the bach- 
elor’s degree in elementary education, 
the bachelor’s degree in secondary 
education, and a bachelor’s degree in 
recognition of a general cultural train- 
ing or preparation for business. At 
the same t ime it offers adequate 
courses to meet the need of pre-medi- 
cai, pre-dental, and pre-engineering 
students during their junior college 
years, and of prelaw students who plan 
to enter some university school of 
law requiring either three years of 
college work or a degree for admission. 

Its faculty of twenty-two professors 
and instructors have come from the 
University of Nebraska, the Universi- 
ty of Chicago, the University of Cin- 
cinnati, Iowa State College, Colorado 
State College of Education, George 
Peabod College, the West Virginia Uni- 
versity, the George Washington Uni- 
versity, the University of Maryland, 
the University of North Carolina, 
Bowling Green Business University, and 
the New England Conservatory of 
Music. 

Its graduates are found on the fac- 
ulties of large colleges and universities, 
in state departments of education, and 
at the head of county and city school 
systems. Shepherd has furnished many 
high school principals, and practically j 
every high school in the eastern part 
of West Virginia has one or more 
teachers who had their training at 
Shepherd College. Among the elemen- 
tary schools a goodly portion are fully 
staffed by Shepherd graduates. 

One of the living former governors 
of the state claims Shepherd as his 
alma mater, and distinguished lawyers, 
doctors, ministers and social workers 
in several states retain their loyalty to | 
Shepherd and remember with grati- ! 
tude the initial preparation for their s 
successful careers. 

Shepherd College became a state in- 
stitution in 1872, but had been founded 
in 1871 as a private classical and 
scientific school designed to instruct 
students “in languages, arts and sci- 
ences” and incororated by Dr. C. W. 
Andrews, A. R. Boteler, C. T. Butler, 
George M. Beltzhoover, David Billmyer, 
Samuel Knott and Henry Shepherd. 
Then it had only one classroom build- 
ing, which is now known as McMurran 
Hall, in honor of Dr. Joseph McMurran, 
first head of the college. Today it 
has four buildings for instructional use. 
A second, Reynolds Hall, was erected 
in 1889 through the efforts of a group 
of Sheplierdstown women led by Mrs 
Kate Reynolds; a third, Knutti Hall, 
in 1904, when the late Harry L. Snyder, 
editor of the Shepherdstown Register, 
was a member of the State Board of 
Regents; and the fourth, Science Hall, 
in 1942. The last named is a beautiful 
piece of architecture and its interior 
equipment represents the most moderrt 
ideas for laboratories for biology, chem- 
istry, physics, foods, dietetics, textiles 
and clothing. 

In the earlier years students found 
accommodation in boarding houses and 
homes in the town. Dormitory life 
came first for the young women, when 
a three -story colonial building, known 
as Miller Hall, was completed for their 
use in 1915. Rumsey Hall, the men’s 
dormitory, has been in use since 1921. 
With the return of veterans to the 
college campus a “trailer town” has 
sprung up, a federal dormitory erected, 
and several cottages secured for stu- 
dent use. A cafeteria is nearing com- 
pletion as a permanent building for 
the use of commuting students as well 
as those who secure housing on the 
campus or in the town. 

An additional dormitory is under 
consideration for next year, and plans 
are under way for a new library to 
give more adequate service to users of 
the 20,000 well-selected volumes and 
the 150 general, technical and profes- 
sional periodicals still kept in the 
limited library space provided in 1904. 

The President’s Home was purchased 
in 1915, and the White Gymnasium has 
been in use since 1925. 

Fairfax Field, just west of Miller 
Hall, has been the scene of many a 
thrilling contest in football and base- 
ball. Shepherd’s wearers of the Old 
Gold and Blue have had their share 
of victories over the years, though they 
have always chosen severe competitors. 
Its gridiron graduates find places as 
high school coaches, the roll call of 
such coaches numbering as many as 
fifteen in service during a given year. 


Three are now coaching college teams. 

As to most colleges, fraternities and 
sororities have sought and gained en- 
trance to Shepherd College. Alpha 
Sigma Tau and Sigma Sigma Sigma, 
two national sororities of the highest 
repute, engage in wholesome rivalry 
for the allegiance of women students 
and play a worthy part in their social 
development. Men claim as their 
fraternity either the Theta Sigma Chi 
or Zeta Sigma. These organizations 
strive to outdo each other in annual 
home-coming activities and in their 
spring formats, which are open to all 
students. Usually designated as social 
organizations, they nevertheless have 
their academic standards. 

Other organizations may stress the 
more intellectual or scholastic pursuits. 
The Future Teachers of America exits 
primarily to promote professional in- 
terests, attitudes and ideas and takes 
note of opportunities for service in a 
teaching career. The Home Economics 
Club, open to all students in the de- 
partment of home economics, promotes 
the household arts and worthy home 
membership, and proudly claims sev- 
eral alumni serving as high school 
teachers of home economics or home 
demonstration agents. 

Kappa Delta Pi is a national honor- 
ary education society, open to juniors 
and seniors of high scholastic standing. 
Its dinner programs bring to the cam- 
pus distinguished speakers equalled or 
surpassed only by an occasional com- 
mencement speaker. 

The past period of war and the 
present problems of peace have tended 
to make the International Relations 
Club a vigorous organization, full of 
life and appeal to the thoughtful stu- 
dent of current affairs. This club is 
sponsored by the Carnegie Foundation, 
on condition that the members study 
and discuss world affairs from an un- 
prejudiced and objective point of view, 
ts members greatly enjoy representa- 
tion and participation in the annual 
regional conferences as they are ro- 
tated about the colleges comprised in 
the area. 

Musically inclined students find their 
way into College Orchestra or the 
College Choir. An unorganized group 
under the direction of the professor of 
physical education for women exercises 
its organizing talents in providing the 
pagentry for May and Health Day 
held annually on Fairfax Field and 
directing the annual play day for sen- 
ior girls from the high schools of the 
eastern panhandle. 

Boasting now the largest enrollment 
in its history, further advancement of 
Shepherd’s scholastic program and de- 
velopment of the school plant is on 
the way and has promised support. 
The new thirty-nine-year-old college 
president, Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, has 
taken up his duties at a propitious 
time in the history of this old college 
in historic Shepherdstown, close beside 
Potomac’s waters.

Shepherd Enrollment 

A report from the office of the regis- 
trar reveals the Shepherd College stu- 
dent enrollment as 463 students for 
the fall term first semester 1947. 

Statistics show a majority of male 
full-time students numbering 235, with 
part-time and extension men making 
the total 269. 

Full-time women in the school num- 
ber 89 with part-time and extension 
female students enlarging the total 

to 194. 

Men attending full time are lresljt- 
men, 118, sophomore, 69, juniors, 33, 
and seniors, 15.

When a member of The Picket staff 
heard the story of the direct line of 
descent of the loyalty and service of 
Horace Mann coming down to us in 
this very tangible way during a period 
of world confusion and groping he sug- 
gested that we share it with all through 
our school paper. This is the story: 

The editor of the NEA Journal, Dr 
Joy Elmer Morgan, went to Antioch 
'College Oct. 16, 1936 to be present at 
| (lie unveiling of the bronze statue of 
J Horace Mann which had been pre- 
|sent:d to the College by Hugh Taylor 
| Birch, the only living person who had 
| known Horace Mann personally. Dr. 
j Morgan met Hugh Taylor Birch at this 
occasion and visited with him to learn 
! more about the great man who was 
i being honored all over the nation on 
j the 100th anniversary of his appoint- 
j ment as secretary to the Massachusetts 
j Board of Education. June 29. 1837. 

The father of Hugh Birch and Horace 
| Mann had been friends in the East. 
I Horace Maim persuaded the Birch 1am- 
j ily to move to Yellow Springs, Ohio, in 
j order that the six children would have 
‘opportunity to attend school at Antioch 
| College. Hugh Birch was nine years 
old when he met Horace Mann. He 
! told Dr. Morgan that from that day 
, when he took the hand of the barefoot 
boy on the street and led him to his 
home to become the playmate of his 
son. Benjamin Mann, he had l’clt the 
power of the inspired and inspiring 
leader. Hugh Birch’s purpose to be 
I. somebody and to do good was deepened 
as he grew older by intimate assocsi- 
ition with the great teachers who had 
come under the influence of Horace 
Mann and his teachings. 

Dr. Morgan met Hugh Taylor Birch 
j again in Florida the following winter, 
and it was there that Mr. Birch (who 
was then in his nineties) surprised Dr. 

: Morgan by setting up the “Hugh Birch- 
Horace Mann Fund” that made it pos- 
sible to continue to “do good” for the

of all the people” through the “Per- 
sonal Growth Leaflets”.

Q. You have told us about the col- 
leges, now how about the students? 

A. There is no comparison there eith- 
er. The students here are so much more 
friendly than those at home. In France 
the upperclassmen just sit and stare at 
the new students. Here at Shepherd 
everyone is very friendly. I was espe- 
cially glad to find this because I was 
so lost — I spoke only two words of 
English — Yes and no. No one could 
understand me and I couldn’t under- 
stand them. 

Q. Raymond, if you don’t mind plac- 
ing your person in jeopardy, would you 
give a comment on the American girls?

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SHEPHERD OPENS 
NEW CAFETERIA OF 
AMPLE CAPACITY 

Students at Shepherd College defi- 
nitely consider 'the newly-erected cafe- 
teria then* own, and Dr. Oliver S. 
Ikenberry, president, says he believes 
it is the solution to the eating situation 
tli ere. 

The cafeteria opened Tuesday and 
approximately 300 students, their 
guests, and faculty members passed 
through the lines for the first meal. 
Meals served there are planned by a 
trained dietitian, Mrs. Hazel Newman, 
and are prepared by a staff under the 
supervision of Mrs. Augusta Phillips. 
A typical lunch was that served on 
Wednesday when students had a choice 
of meat loaf or wienies; a choice of 
two vegetables from mashed potatoes, 
corn pudding, spinach and sauerkraut; 
a choice of salad or dessert; and milk 
or coffee. 

Dinners are substantial with salad 
and dessert both served. 

For breakfast there is an assortment 
of cereals, fruit juice, drinks, toast and 
eggs or bacon. 

For meals like this students who stay 
in the dormitories pay $1 -per day and 
commuters pay 50 cents per meal. 

Prior to opening of the cafeteria, a 
student food committee had been in 
operation .to handle any suggestions 
coming from the student body, but 
this committee has been discontinued 
for the time being. However, it may 
be put back into operation at a later 
date, it was stated. 

Food used in the cafeteria is pur- 
chased locally, whenever possible, and 
it is the hope of Dr. Ikenberry that 
this Spring and Summer more fresh 
food used there can be purchased from 
local truckers. At the present, he said, 
only meat, foul and eggs can be se- 
cured from local producers, but green 
produce is brought through local stores. 
Canned foods must be secured through 
the State Purchasing Department, 
which lets bids to the lowest from 
among those wishing to supply the 
demands. 

Dr. Ikenberry stated that the cafe- 
teria is run on a non-profit basis. 

Questioning at random some of the 
cafeteria patrons indicated Wednesday 
that the men of the campus are more 
enthusiastic than the women. The 
reason for this is that, in previous 
years, meals were served to all dormi- 
tory students in the basement of Mil- 
ler Hall, women’s dormitory, and the 
men had to travel much farther than 
at present for meals. Now that the 
cafeteria has been erected nearly mid- 
way between the two dormitories, the 
women must leave their building and 
do their share of the traveling. 

However, the women and men both 
are enthusiastic over the chance pro- 
vided for visiting while waiting in line 
to reach the bar where they make 
their selection cf foods. 

Communters are very much in favor 
of the cafeteria, where they can buy 
a well-balanced, tasty attractive meal 
and mingle with the dormitory students 
as has not been the case i nprevious 
years. 7eachers use the opportunity 
also, and are much pleased with the 
opportunity and food. 

At the present, there are a few kinks 
to be ironed out, but it is the opinion 
of officials that after a short time, 
service will be speeded up when em- 
ployes have become accoustomed to 
the routine of a new place. 

It was through the efforts of Dr. 
W. H. S. White, retired president, that 
the cafeteria was built with the as- 
sistance of Bureau of Community Fa- 
cilities of the Federal Works Agency. 
The material came from the Depart- 
ment after being no longer needed by 
the Navy. 

Typical of the G. I. families using 
the facility is that cf Robert Thacher, 
son of Professor W. R. Thacher, of 
Shepherdstown, who is a senior at the

The course in Secretarial Training 
and Office Practice offers students op- 
portunity to prepare for business po- 
sitions by mastering in practice the 
duties performed by top-flight secre- 
taries.

The cafe- 
teria does take a lot of the “dorm” life 
away.

The 
food is very nice and the price is 
reasonably. I have caught on to the 
long line for dinner and now I don’t 
usually get over there after the line 
has gone down.

Here are the rules as disclosed by 
Charles Gattone, chairman of the 
committee. The rules became effective 
February 2. 

Rule 1. Any person who is permitted 
to be a student in Shepherd College 
is eligible, to take part in intramural 
activities provided he meets eligibility 
requirements. 

Rule 2. All men, (as cf February 2, 
1948) on the Varsity squad, even if 
they have practiced with the Varsity 
squad, will be ineligible.

herd College was founded as 
normal school when an act was passed 
by the state legislature of West Vir- 
ginia on February 27, 1872. This act 
specified that Shepherd was to be a 
classical and scientific school. How- 
ever on February 14, 1873 the Legis- 
lature amended this previous act. 
Under the new act the Legislature 
placed Shepherd under the state nor- 
mal school system in the same man- 
ner as was Marshall College. Under 
this act of 1873 the Board of Regents 
made their first appointment of tea- 
chers, formulated a cooirse of study, 
and prescribed the conditions for the 
graduation of students. 

The college was originally started 
in the vacated courthouse in Shep- 
herdstown in 1871 when the county 
seat was moved to Charles Town. This 
college was first incorporated as a 
private school under the directorship 
of a board consisting of the following: 
C. W. Andrews, A. R. Boteles, C. T. 
Butler, G. M. Beltzhoover, David Bill- 
mye-r, Samuel Knot and Henry Shep- 
herd. This body of incorporators gave 
themselves the power to elect in- 
structors, pay salaries and prescribe 
the courses of study. The first ap- 
pointed principal was Professor Jo- 
seph McMurran. An interesting fact 
is that this school had a first enroll- 
ment of only forty -two students. 

It was not until July 1, 1930 that 
the State Board of Education made 
Shepherd a four-year teacher’s college. 
The 1931 Legislature changed its name 
from Shepherd State Normal School 
to the Shepherd State Teachers’ 
School. The Legislature being unsa- 
tisfied changed the college’s name to 
its up to date name Shepherd Col- 
lege.

Have you seen the Dracaena which 
is now blooming in the clothing room? 

This plant is a native of tropical 
regions in which it grows to a height 
of sixty or seventy feet.

It has a trunk of smooth bark 
which branches to form a narrow 
crown. The end of each branch is ter- 
minated by a cluster of flat narrow 
Yucca -like leaves.

SHEPHERD DEPARTMENTS 
OF ART, MUSIC, 

AND LANGUAGES 

(This is the first in a series of seven 
articles on the various departments 
with their respective subjects taught 
and a short biography of the instruc- 
tors. The Department of English will 
be featured in the next edition.) 

Department of Art 

Mrs. Mary Johnson Scanlon, of Le- 
els, W. Va. is instructor of Art. She 
received her A. B. degree in second- 
ary Education from Shepherd Col- 
lege in 1931. Mrs. Scanlon had as her 
teaching subjects Art, English, social 
sciences. After her graduation from 
Shepherd, she taught in the elemen- 
tary and high schools of Hampshire 
county. In 1941 she received her M. 
Ed. degree in Art Education with a 
minor in Fine Arts at Pennsylvania 
State College. The week following her 
graduation, she entered upon her 
teaching career at Shepherd College. 
Mrs. Scanlon is a member of Kappa 
Delta Psi, the American Association 
of University Wk>men, the American 
Association of University Professors, 
the Federation of Arts, the State Edu- 
cational Association, the National 
Education Association, and the Asso- 
ciation of Higher Learning. Mrs. Scan- 
lon is also a member of the Potomac 
Garden Club. The college catalogue 
lists twelve separate and distinct 
courses, which she teaches. 

She is teaching this semester: 

Art 102 Public School Art, creative 
expression in applied art. The course 
offers direct experience such as clay, 
paper, plastics, simple weaving, print- 
ing and stitching as would offer ex- 
perience in Art for assembling, organi- 
zing, and evaluating teaching mate- 
rials, as they are related to the needs 
of elementary grade -school children. 

Art 211 Introductory Crafts. Direct 
experience with materials such as 
wood carving, leather tooling, linoleum 
-block printing, weaving scarfs and 
rugs, lettering and bookbinding. This 
course is especially recommended for 
teachers who are interested in work 
for extra curricular activities such as 
club work and recre ation. 

Art 302 Applied Design. The relation 
of design to materials. Fitness of de- 
sign to purpose. Individual problems 
are worked out in wood, paper, and 
stenciling, printing and applique. 

Art 303 Art Ilstcry and Apprecia- 
tion. The purpose is to present a broad 
approach to present day needs in a 
changing world, and to enable the 
student to understand the great tra- 
ditions and masters of painting and 
architecture through the ages. Mas- 
terpieces selected from the ten great 
art ages are studied, including some 
modern American painting, and sculp- 
ture. 

Art 402 Oil Painting. A study for 
beginners of landscaping as picture 
building material: stress on organiza- 
tion of simple but coherent grouping; 
flower arrangements, respect for stu- 
dents’ selection of subject matter is 
encouraged and considered. 

Mrs. Scanlon was asked what she 
considered to be most important in 
her field of training, she replied, the 
association w'ith boys and girls from 
the rural schools and her experience 
with high school students from all 
walks of life. She said, knowing their 
needs and lack of data and experience 
gave her insight as to their needs 
and desires, and what should be taught 
to their prospective teachers who are 
going out as leaders in the field of 
Art. 


Mrs. Scanlon has visited the out- 
standing museums of Fine Art in 
forty -three states, their capitols, and 
universities. She visited the World's 
Fair in Chicago in 1931 and the Fair 
in New York City in 1939. 

Mrs. Scanlon says if she lives long 
enough she will finish a -text book 
(already begun) for the help of West 
Virginia School teachers in the field 
of Art. This, Mrs. Scanlon says will 
be her greatest contribution to her 
students.

From 1917 to 1922 he taught 
at Oklahoma A. & M. College, Still- 
water, Oklahoma. 1922 to 1927, he was 
Director of School of Music, Arcadia 
University, Wolfville, Nova Scotia, 
Canada. 1927 to 1932, Director of the 
Music Department, West Virginia 
Wesleyan, B-uckhannon, W. Va. 1932 
to 1936, Music Department, New Ri- 
ver State College. 1936, Department of 
Music and Romance Languages, Shep- 
herd College, Shepherdstown, W. Va. 
Mr. Farnsworth was instructor in 
French to officers in World Mar I. 
He is Organist and Choirmaster of 
Trinity Episcopal Church, Shepherds - 
town, W. Va., and secretary of the 
Cumberland Valley of the American 
Guild of Organists. The courses that 
he teaches this semester are as fol- 
lows: 

Music 202 Public School Music. A 
course in Public School Music me- 
thods, with a study of materials, pro- 
cedures in the presentation of music 
in the grades. 

Music 301 Music Appreciation A 
study of the types of music and of 
the historical development of music. 
A critical study of the major study 
works of -the masters. 

Music 204 Chorus Work An oppor- 
tunity for practical experience in the 
study and presentation of the master- 
pieces in choral music. The members 
of this class compose the Shepherd 
College choir. 

There is also a course offered at 
Shepherd College, Music 206. Orchestra 
under -the direction of Mr. Linger. 
This class meets once a week in the 
auditorium of Knutti Hall. 

Department of Languages 

Professor Farnsworth in addition 
to being instructor in Music at Shep- 
herd College, is also instructor of Ro- 
mance Languages. The other member 
of the language department is Mrs. 
Anna P. Widmyer of Martinsburg, 
W. Va., who is instructor in French. 
Mrs. Widmyer received her A. B. de- 
gree from Shepherd College in 1936; 
and her M. A. degree from West Vir- 
ginia University in 1939. She is a 
member of the American Association 
of University Women, and the Ameri- 
can Association of University Profes- 
sors. She is faculty advisor for Alpha 
Psi Omega, Dramatic fraternity. She 
taught eight years in Bunker Hill 
High School, Bunker Hjill, W. Va., 
and two years in Alabama and Okla- 
homa.

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SHEPHERD BEATS

March 3 — Shepherd College’s cagers, 
who saved their best performance until 
last, closed their regular season by 
mauling Shenandoah, 63-43, last night 
here. It was the third successive win 
for Coach Cletus Lowe’s Rams and 
represented revenge for the Virginians’ 
earlier 21 -point home vitory. Still fac- 
ing Shepherd is the West Virginia 
Intercollegiate Conference tournament 
in which it meets Glenville in its first 
game next week at Buckhannon. 

At half time last night Ed Skinner 
was presented a gold and blue basket- 
ball jacket by Richard Whisner, presi- 
dent of Theta Sigma Chi fraternity in 
recognition of his four years of bas- 
eball at Shepherd. 

Ed Skinner started the scoring, by 
making a set shot to be followed by 
Sayger of Shenandoah. From this 
point, Shepherd began hitting fast, 
making over two points a minute to 
end with a quarter time score of 29- 
11. In the second quarter, Adamson, 
Maleonski and Sayger hit in a row be- 
fore Swick made a layup for Shep- 
herd. The quarter was slow with Shep- 
herd caging only nine points and 
Shenandoah 15. Half-time score was 
38-26 in favor of Shepherd. 

Ed Skinner made a set shot, follow- 
ed by Mike Skinner’s layup. It was 
nip-and-tuck for a while but Shep- 
herd managed to keep 15 points 
ahead to lead 52-38 at quarter time. 

The fourth was another slow and 
rough quarter with Bill Adamson and 
Hill fouling out for Shenandoah. 
Shepherd caged 11 points while Shen- 
andoah got 15. 

Shepherd played head-up ball and 
looked like a much improved team 
over earlier showings. Shepherd’s close 
man-to-man defense was one of the 
deciding factors. Shenandoah was sel- 
dom given a chance for a setshot. 
Adamson, accurate in his set shots at 
Dayton, was hounded so closely by Ed 
Skinner that he could only cage six 
points. He got 25 at Dayton.

Shepherd College lost a hard-fought 
basketball game at White Gymnasium 
February 26 to a tall Shippensburg 
(Pa.) State Teachers College quint, 
63-57. This was Shepherd’s 12th de- 
feat and Shipipensburg’s ninth win 
against five losses. It was cne of the 
best games that Shepherd has played 
on the hardwood at Shepherdstown 
this season. Although Shippensburg 
was highly favored by their previous 
70-32 victory on their home floor they 
lacked some of the rolling power they 
displayed in that game.

39. 

Ed Skinner started the rapid fourth 
quarter tallying. Shippensburg kept a 
two-point lead until widening the gap 
to 50-45. From here on Stewart, Kes- 
sler and Chobb burned the nets while 
Swick made a layup and Ed Skinner a 
free throw to leave Shippensburg lead- 
ing 61-48. In the closing minutes 
Swick, Ed Skinner and Tucker tallied 
to bring Shepherd close to tying range 
when time ran out.

Elizabeth 
Cady, another teacher in this second 
ward school, received her standard 
normal diploma from Shepherd Col- 
lege in 1908. Ruth Myers has thus 
been fortunate in her close association 
with teachers whose educational back- 
ground has been right.

DEPARTMENT OF BUSINESS 
ADMINISTRATION 

Mr. Charles Francis Printz, of Char- 
les Town, W. Va., is Associate Pro- 
fessor of Commerce. He was grad- 
uated from the Charles Town High 
School and received his A. B. from 
Shepherd College in 1940 with majors 
in Commerce and English. From 1940 
to 1941, he taught in Berkeley Springs 
High School. He received his M. A. 
degree in Business Administration and 
Economics, from West Virginia Uni- 
versity, in 1942. He joined the U. S. 
Navy in May 1942, and was made an 
Ensign in 1946. He attended Radio 
Engineering School at Harvard Uni- 
versity, Cambridge, M ass., and the 
Sonar School at Esquimalt, Victoria. 
Canada. While in the Navy Mr. Printz 
served as a Sea Plane Tender on the 
U. S. S. Chincoteague; liaison officer 
with General Mac Arthur’s headquar- 
ters in New Guinea. In addition he 
served with the commander’s Service 
Force in Sydney, Australia. While 
there he attended the University of 
Sydney for one year. After leaving 
Australia he served as United States 
He also served as Liaison Officer on 
Fleet under Admiral Sir Bruce Fraser. 
He also served as Liason Officer on 
the U. S. S. Sequoia. Professor Printz 
was released from the Navy in May 
1946 at Palm Beach, Florida, At the 
present time he is a full lieutenant 
in the U. S. Naval Reserve. 

In the spring and summer of 1946 
he attended the University of North 
Carolina. Later he was employed by 
Victor Products Corporation, Berkeley 
Springs, W. Va., in an executive ca- 
pacity until June 1947, when he re- 
turned to the University of North 
| Carolina where he is enrolled in the 
| Graduate School and is working on 
his Ph. D. in Commerce. In July 1947 
he was appointed to the faculty of 
Shepherd College. 

While at Shepherd he was a mem- 
ber of Alpha Psi Omega; the Journal- 
ism Club, being Co-Editor of The Pic- 
ket; and a member of the College 
Choir.

The 
practice set deals entirely with cor- 
porate problems. 

204 Advanced Accounting 

Current theories and procedures re- 
lating to Accounting as to partner- 
ships, insurance subsidiaries, estates 


land stock brokerage. The course also 
emphasizes consolidated profit and 
loss statements, consolidations, mer- 
Lgers and financing. 

302 Business Organization and Man- 
agement 

A continuation of the study of sci- 
entific management and its propon- 
ents. Production methods, marketing 
and relationships of business and gov- 
ernment receive noted emphasis. 

306 Principles of Marketing 

A study of the elements of market- 
ing to enable the student to acquire 
a basic knowledge of our marketing 
system, as it exists and functions to- 
day. The approach used is predom- 
inantly functional.

Com. 324. Secretarial Training and

! flight secretaries. The unique plan of 
I this course projects the student into 
the atmosphere of the business office. 
The students are given — in facsimile — 
all incoming letters, papers, and 
forms. They work with standard of- 
fice stationery and business papers. 
They learn by doing— not by wading 
through page after page of “talk.”

A. That a block of general educa- 
tion should be pursued before a stu- 
dent makes final choice as to whether 
he wishes to become an elementary 
or secondary teacher to consist of: 

12 hours of English, of which 6 
j hours shall be Written and Spoken 
English, or equivalent; 12 hours Social 
Studies survey, possibly 6 hours De- 
jvelopment of Social Institutions and 6 
hours Fundamental Problems; 12 hours 
from Science and Mathematics, both 
of a general or survey nature, of which 
6 hours shall be laboratory Science; 
4 hours Health and Physical Educa- 
tion; 3 hours Art Appreciation; 3 
hours Music Appreciation.

I. R. C. SURVEY OF OPINION ALPHA SIGMA TAU PARTY 


Dr. Ruth Scarborough, Faculty Ad- 
visor to the International Relations 
Club at Shepherd College said recent- 
ly that the club will devote its next 
meeting to a discussion of questions 
based on those that are now being 
asked as part of an unusual interna- 
tional survey of public opinion which 
TIME, The Weekly Newsmagazine, is 
conducting among the people of ten 
countries: Great Britain, France, 

Italy, Sweden, Switzerland, Germany, 
Mexico, Brazil, Canada and the United 
States. 

“The results of the survey among 
our own members will be compared at 
a later meeting with many other find- 
ings/’ Dr. Scarborough said. “We be- 
lieve it will be most interesting to see 
how the opinions of some of the in- 
ternationally-minded students on this 
campus stack up against those of stu- 
dents at other colleges and universi- 
ties — and against the opinions of the 
nation as a whole. It will be even 
more significant to see where our 
thinking agrees and disagrees with 
that of various groups in the many 
nations outside our borders.” 

Results of the survey of 800 Inter- 
national Relations Clubs will be con- 
sidered at a national conference of 
the Clubs, which is to be held in St. 
Louis on April 9, 10, and 11. The re- 
sults of the international survey will 
provide the basis for speeches by 
world leaders at a forum, ‘The Future 
of Freedom/ which TIME and mu- 
nicipal, civic and commercial groups 
in New Orleans will co-sponsor in that 
city on April 14, 15, 16, and 17, she 
said. 

Questions being asked in the survey 
concern the differences existing among 
nations outside the Russian sphere. 
Attitudes toward the Marshall Plan, a 
“United States of Western Europe,” 
the United Nations and individual es- 
timates of the stability or instability 
of other countres will also be polled. 
In addition, questions will seek to un- 
cover individual definitions of what 
constitutes “a good way of life” — and 
determine the hopes, fears, prejudices 
and misunderstandings of the ten pop- 
ulations concerned. 

“TIME’S survey seeks to define the 
misconceptions and genuine differences 
of opinion which tend to retard bet- 
ter understanding among the free peo- 
ples. 

Many differences often seem more 
serious than they are because they 
have not been clearly stated or frank- 
ly discussed by informed representa- 
tives of the peoples concerned. The 
polls will seek to uncover what ques- 
tions the citizens of the free world are 
asking about each other. World- 
known speakers from Europe and the 
Americas will then meet at New Or- 
leans to discuss the findings of the 
surveys in an effort to reduce the mis- 
understandings which bar full coop- 
eration and progress. Thus they may 
help to find the answers so vitally 
needed to increase world understand- 
ing tcday.

With a small 
student body to teach, the faculty 
members can devote more attention to 
each student than they could in a 
larger school. 

The students at Shepherd are the 
most likeable group of young men and 
women I have ever met.

Mr. Printz Speaks 
to A. A. U. P. 


The Shepherd College Chapter of 
the American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors held its regular meeting 
on March 31 at 7:30 P. M. in the 
Science Hall.

FEDERAL AID BILL 


The organized teaching profession 
has just won a great victory. The pas- 
sage of S. 472 by the United States 
Senate on April 1, after more than a 
week of discussion on the Senate floor 
is one of the greatest achievements in 
the history of education in this coun- 
try, because the work has gone for- 
ward over many years at great odds. 
The fight was headed by a bipartisan 
group of eight senators led by Senator 
Taft. The vote was overwhelming — 58 
for and only 22 against. S. 472 would 
provide at least $5 per pupil per year 
in every state i nthe Union and in the 
less wealthy states as much as $25 per 
pupil. Combined with state and local 
funds it would put a floor of $50 per 
student under each student in the 
poorest district in the nation. From a 
study of school finance in your state 
you can see what that would mean 
for you and the nation as a whole. 

The fight now is narrowed down to 
the House of Representatives and it is 
expected that within a few weeks the 
House will let the nation know of its 
intentions. 

There is a petition on the bulletin 
board in Knutti Hall urging you to 
sign your name to it. It is left to mem- 
bers of FTA and also the faculty and 
student body of each college to get 
this bill passed in the House by the 
signing of the petition. 

Won’t you act now, by signing this 
petition, so as to assure you and your 
future families of more efficient 
staffs and better constructed buildings 
in the future.

Shepherd College sponsored a con- 
ference, April 14, at Shepherdstown, 
West Virginia, for high school stu- 
dents who look forward to prepara- 
tion for teaching. Representatives 
from the entire area served by Shep- 
herd College were present. During the 
registration period one hundred eight 
high school students registered, and 
many arrived later during the day. 

Mr. H. Cliff Hamilton, State Super- 
visor of Elementary Education was 
State consultant, and Miss Sarah C. 
Saunders, Secretary of the National 
Committee for Future Teachers of 
America was the consultant from the 
National Education Association. 

A musical entertainment in the au- 
ditorium followed the presentation of 
guests by President Ikenberry. The 
theme of the day was introduced by 
the film “ASSIGNMENT TOMOR- 
ROW” which was made under the 
direction of the National Education 
Association. The guests went from 
the picture to the “Round Table” 
where Miss Sarah C. Saunders led the 
discussion on “OPPORTUNITIES IN 
TEACHING.” Students were given op- 
portunity to ask questions and at 
times made excellent contributions by 
answering questions asked by con- 
sultants. 

They were delighted to meet Shep- 
herd College students from their home 
county at the end of their first con- 
ference period, and still more pleased 
to find that they were to have the 
pleasure of dining with them as guests 
of the College Cafeteria. 

At the end of the lunch period their 
guides took them to the College Gym- 
nasium where Miss Cree and Miss 
Conard were waiting to direct another 
type of “Get Acquainted Activity.” 
While they were at the Gym the pho- 
tographer arranged them on tiers of 
seats for a picture.

Mr. H. Cliff Hamilton was at his 
best as he met the group of eager, in- 
telligent young people whom he had 
observed all day; and gave a very 
realistic portrayal of the need for re- 
cruits from the very best graduates 
that our high schools can produce.

Mr. Hamilton’s address was followed 
by an open forum discussion in which 
| there was a very interesting discus- 
Ision concerning reasons why so many 
'students prepare for teaching in sec- 
| ondary schools even though they 
I know that the field is overcrowded. 
The outstanding reason seemed to be 
that they thought it would be easier 
to prepare to teach only one or two 
subjects rather than all of the sub- 
jects that elementary teachers are re- 
quired to teach. It was finally brought 
out that they would have to teach 
them all without preparation for their 
teaching unless the State could sup- 
ply an adequate teaching staff for the 
elementary schools, because pupils 
who do not master the skills that they 
should master on the elementary level 
will have to master them on the high 
school level before the high school 
teacher can succeed in teaching plan- 
ned for high school students. 

Before the open forum ended, a long 
line of college students carrying trays 
of refreshments were seen approach- 
ing the conference room, and the dis- 
cussions were continued informally as 
the entire group enjoyed the “Tea” 
which had been prepared and was 
served by the presidents of all the 
social organizations of the campus, 
under the direction of Mrs. Hazel 
Newman, Home Economics Depart- 
ment. 

Every department of the college co- 
operated in helping to make the day 
a success, and every faculty member 
and every student on the campus had 
a large part in the “thrill of satisfac- 
tion” felt by all as the young people 
expressed their thanks for an oppor- 
tunity to plan together for a future 
“career.”

Dean A. D. Kenamond was in Phila- 
delphia Monday through Wednesday 
attending a meeting of the American 
Association of Collegiate Registrars. 
This is an organization consisting of 
1200 members of whom nearly 500 
were in attendance at the annual 
meeting with all states being repre- 
sented from Maine to California. R. 
F. Thomason, of the University of 
Tennessee, was elected president and 
R. E. McWhinnie, of the University 
of Wyoming, vice-president for the 
coming year. The University and all 
state senior colleges of West Virginia 
and Davis and Elkins College were 
represented. This is the first year 
that Shepherd College has sent a 
representative due to the fact that 
usually the annual convention is held 
at such a distant point as to make the 
expense of attendance prohibitive. 
The principal speakers at the general 
program were President George W. 
McClellan of the University of Penn- 
sylvania and President David Allan 
Robertson of Goucher College. It 
seemed to Dean Kenamond that Dr. 
Robertson was less favorably inclined 
to Federal Aid for Education than 
were the majority of his hearers.

A delightful feature was a Tuesday 
afternoon bus trip through the city 
and Fairmont Park to Valley Forge. 
In the course of the trip the delegates 
saw many of the historical places of 
the city and a number of colleges in- 
cluding Bryn Mawr, Haverford, La- 
Salle, Rosemont, St. Joseph’s, Tem- 
ple University of Pennsylvania, and 
Villanova. The delegates were guests 
of Temple University at a Pennsyl- 
vania-Dutch dinner, thanks to Dr. 
John N. Rhoads, registrar at Temple, 
j who was the chairman of the com- 
mittee on arrangements for the con- 
vention. Each guest was given a sou- 
venir art program with all items on 
the menu given in Pennsylvania- 
Dutch. Even the invocation was given 
in Pennsylvania -Dutch. President 
Robert L. Johnson, and Vice-Presi- 
dent Millard E. Gladfeltner both spoke 
delightfully, the latter, speaking on 
“The Pennsylvania-Dutch by One of 
Them.”

Dr. Ruth Scarborough of Hawkins- 
ville, Georgia, is professor of history. 
She graduated from the Hawkinsville 
High School and received her A. B. 
degree from Bessie Tift College in 
Forsyth, Georgia. She did graduate 
work at Mercer University, Peabody 
College, Vanderbilt University, Colum- 
bia University, and the University of 
California at Los Angeles. Her M. A. 
degree is from Mercer University in 
Macon, Georgia, and her Ph. D. is 
from Peabody College in Nashville, 
Tennessee. 

After graduation Dr. Scarborough 
taught history at her Alma Mater, 
Bessie Tift College. Upon graduating 
from Peabody she taught in various 
colleges before coming to West Vir- 
ginia. She taught at Arkansas State 
College, Conway, Arkansas; Alabama 
State College, Livingston, Alabama; 
and at Indiana State College, Dan- 
ville, Indiana. Dr. Scarborough came 
from Iindiana to Shepherd in Sep- 
tember, 1936. 

Dr. Scarborough travelled in Europe 
in the summer of 1934 and again in 
1938. She has also travelled in South 
America and the West Indies. She is

The rich- 
ness of the blue cloth and vase are 
complementary to the yellow-satin coat 
and the repeated color found in the 
window curtains. This is one of Ver- 
meer’s best paintings.

Mrs. Scanlon was so deeply im- 
pressed by the greatness of these pic- 
tures she made a second trip to Wash- 
ington the following week-end for a 
mere intensified study of the collec- 
tion.

During the last three weeks Shep- 
herd College faculty and students 
have contributed a total of $44.47 to 
the American Cancer Society. Miss

IRC HAS CONFERENCE 
AT MORGANTOWN 

The Ohio Valley Conference of 
International Relations Clubs opened 
April 23 at Morgantown, West Virginia. 
Delegates representing the Shepherd 
College International Relations Club 
were: Anthony Villafane, Charles Bill- 
myer, Charles Townsend, Eileen Berg- 
doll, Frances Bergdoll, Rosemary Niner, 
William Day and Rosemary Watters. 

One-hundred fifty delegates with 
over fifty club advisors representing 
colleges in Ohio, Kentucky and West 
Virginia were welcomed on opening- 
day by Dr. Irving Stewart, president 
of West Virginia University. Shepherd 
College was given special acclaim for 
its two delegates to the National Con- 
ference in St. Louis, Eileen and Fran- 
ces Bergdoll. 

Dr. Carl Frasure, sponsor of the 
West Virginia University I. R. C. spoke 
to the conference stressing the im- 
portance of International Relations 
Clubwork in present day affairs. 

Miss Dorothy Robbins, College Pro- 
gram Advisor for the American As- 
sociation on United Nations in New 
York, talked to the delegates on the 
progress and problems on United Na- 
tions. 

She noted specifically the veto ques- 
tion, believing that use of other ma- 
chinery might eliminate the veto as a 
world problem. A discussion of present 
day crises foiled. 

The program for Friday night was 
headed by the State Delegation Ral- 
lies where plans for expansion and a 
closer intra-state work was discussed. 
A State conference of I. R. C.’s is 
planned for the fall term at Marshall 
College, Huntington, West Virginia. 

Dr. Ryland Crary of the staff of 
Columbia University spoke to the group 
on “Atomic Energy and Hard Choices.” 
He said, “Physical scientists are be- 
coming social scientist, realizing the 
social import of the atomic discoveries.” 

On April 24, Senator Harley Kilgore 
expert on “International Cartels” talk- 
ed to the conference. His excellent 
speech revealed the necessity for a 
decent living standard without exploi- 
tation of peoples as basis for world 
peace. 

The conference for 1948-49 was given 
to Union College in Kentucky. 

At the closing banquet on Saturday 
night, Dr. Crary spoke on “Visions of 
a Positive Peace.” The futility of an 
uneducated peoples was cited as the 
worst danger to world peace. “ We 
must have faith in the democratic way 
of life.” Introduced at the banquet 
were foreign students from Roumania, 
India, Porto Rico, Czechoslovakia, Ha- 
waii, Holland, France, China, and 
Nigeria who are studying in America 
and are active in International Rela- 
tions Club work.

NOTICE VETERANS 


Disabled veterans eligible for edu- 
cation and training under both the 
Vocational Rehabilitation Act (Pub- 
lic Law 16) and the G'-I Bill (Public 
Law 346) do not increase the period 
of training they may receive if they 
combine their training program under 
both laws. 

The total training they may take in 
such combination courses approved by 
Veterans Administration is limited to 
the maximum training time available 
to them under the law which provides 
the greater period of eligibility, VA 
ruled. 

The ruling is based on the decision 
that the time spent in training under 
one law must be charged against to- 
tal eligibility for training under the 
other law. 

The decision holds the length of 
combination training courses to four

VETERANS CONFERENCE 


A three day school of instruction for 
Deputy Directors and personnel of the 
West Virginia Department of Veter- 
ans Affairs will be held May 14, 15, 
and 16, at Jackson’s Mill. The meet- 
ing, known as the Spring Conference 
on Veterans Affairs will bring per- 
sonnel of the Department up-to-date 
on the latest ruling and interpreta- 
tions of veterans laws.

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Howard Wilson of the Department 
of Economics of Loyola University, 
Chicago, has just completed a nation 
wide essay survey among the students 
in the American Colleges and Univer- 
sities on “what is the good college 
professor according to 1948 stand- 
ards.” 

The survey in which ail 48 states 
were represented has had over a 
thousand essays and from the results 
the theoretical ideal professor has 
been constructed. 

1. The professor would be a young 
man and should have a thorough 
knowledge of his subject and should 
be adequately prepared to teach it. 

2. He should possess a sense of 
humor and should laugh with the 
class; he should laugh with the class 
when they laugh at him. 

3. He must recognize the student 
as an individual both in and out of 
the class, rather than merely as a 
name on the class list. 

4. He must come to his class fully 
prepared knowing what he is going to 
say. He should say it in an interest- 
ing manner without extensive refer- 
ence to notes, and should clarify and 
illustrate the important material from 
the readings. 

5. He must express enthusiasm and 
must like his subject so that his en- 
thusiasm is transferred to his stu- 
dents. 

6. The good professor attempts to 
correlate his course with the world 
of reality and should use up to date 
examples. 

7. He uses simple, clear language 
rather than language that attempts to 
impress the student with his large vo-

The course 
in General College Physics has been 
excellently equipped with both demon- 
stration materials and with apparatus I 
for individual laboratory work. Studies 
in light, electricity, photography and 
radio have been provided for. 

Chemistry offerings have grown from 
a beginning of eight hours introduc- 
tory work to a full department of- 
fering a major in this subject. 

Students from these departments 
have, during these twenty: years, be- 
come successful high school and col- 
lege teachers. Others have chosen re- 
search work and laboratory chemistry. 

Many have transferred to other insti- 
tutions for professional training in 
medicine, dentistry, radio or engineer- 
ing. 

Mr. Stutzman’s 'teaching at present 
is limited to the chemistry depart- 
ment. He and his assistants hove this

Quantitative Analysis and Semimicro 
Qualitative Analysis. He expects to be 
on duty for both sessions this summer 
and will teach a full year of begin- 
ning college chemistry, to be com- 
pleted during the twelve weeks.

GOING PLACES IN WEST VIRGINIA

Oglebay Park Is Different 

Oglebay Park, at Wheeling, has 
those things which other city parks 
possess, and a good many more be- 
sides. Its directors and its staff have 
built a splendid recreation center, and, 
in addition, they have had the vision 
to see that a city park may also be 
molded into an educational institu- 
tion. The result of their planning and 
their building is more than a local 
park — it is an asset to the community, 
the tri-state region, and the whole of 
West Virginia. 

Colonel E. W. Oglebay was a leader 
and a pioneer in many fields. He 
built an industrial empire and gained 
a fortune, but, what is more impor- 
tant, he put his fortune to work. Just 
outside Wheeling he created Wadding- 
ton Farms, a country estate which an- 
ticipated some of the features that 
Louis Bromfield has made famous at 
Pleasant Valley. His acres were used 
for progressive experimentation in ag- 
riculture. He introduced alfalfa as a 
forage crop in West Virginia. His 
careful buying of fine livestock intro- 
duced blood lines into the state which 
are still paying dividends in better 
herds. At Bethany College and at the 
University are buildings which bear his 
name. 

An item in his will bequeathed to 
the city of Wheeling his 700-acre es- 
tate, to be used for the benefit of all 
the people in the community and the 
region. It was a princely gift, but the 
acceptance of it by the city involved 
some serious problems. First of all, 
the property was outside the city lim- 
its, and it was a question as to whether i 
city taxes could be used in its support 
and administration. There was also 
some doubt as to the city’s being able 
to maintain so extensive a holding.

Dr. Berns At Assembly 

Dr. Karl T. Berns, of Washington, 
Associate Secretary of the National 
Education Association, spoke at the 
Summer School assembly at Shepherd 
College on June 16. 

Dr. Berns was “pinch-hitting” for 
Dr. Joy Elmer Morgan, editor of “The 
Journal” of the NEA, who was pre- 
vented from making a scheduled ap- 
pearance here by the illness of his 
wife. 

Dr. Berns, who is a war veteran, 
and was at one time Executive Secre- 
tary of the Ohio Educational Associa- 
tion, told of the struggle to reestab- 
lish schools in war-torn foreign coun- 
tries as reflected in the stream of 
appeals for assistance at the NEA 
offices in Washington. 

He expressed the hope of higher 
teacher salaries in the United States, 
saying that the teaching profession 
is entirely different from that of a 
quarter-century ago, and the the pre- 
sent-day teacher must be a diagnos- 
tician and psychiatrist of the highest 
order. 

The strength of a country, he de- 
clared, is measured by its literate 
citizenship. In the democratic pattern, 
the United States has not one but 
many school systems, he said, point- 
ing out that there are actually 120,000 
school districts in the country. 

Dr. Berns was announced by Dr. 
Oliver S. Ikenberry, president of Shep- 
herd College. 

The Scripture reading and prayer 
were offered by the Reverend S. T. 
Fitch, pastor of the Methodist Church 
of Shepherdstown. 

Dana H. Benfield, student at the 
college played a piano solo, “Excerpt 
From Finlandia,” by Sibelius. 


Charles S. Billmyer, Jr., spent 
last week at Finch College in New 
York City attending an Inter-Collegi- 
ate Institute on the United Nations 
as a representative of Shepherd Col- 
lege and the Shepherd College Inter- 
national Relations Club. 

These conferences are held yearly 
under the sponsorship of the American 
Association of the United Nations, and 
are devoted to the study of the oper- 
ating mechanism of the UN and the 
problems confronting it. The Institute 
students spend much time at Lake Suc- 
cess observing the United Nations in 
I action, also they will have the oppor- 
tunity to hear many prominent author - 
j ities on world affairs.

Dean A. D. Kenarnond At His Desk 


Dean Kenarnond Honored 



The Dean of Shepherd College, A. 
D. Kenarnond, retired on July 15, 1948, 
after having been at Shepherd College 
for the past 29 years. 

Dean Kenarnond is at the present 
time Visiting Professor in the School 
of Education at West Virginia Univer- 
sity, for the second term of summer 
school. He is teaching a class in Edu- 
cational Sociology and another in His- 
tory of Education. He is also on eight 
committees to examine for one hour 
each, eight candidates for the Master’s 
degree. 

Dean Kenarnond came to Shepherd 
College in 1919 as assistant to the pre- 
sident. In 1924 he became Dean. In 
addition to being Dean, he has also 
served as Professor of Elementary Edu- 
cation and Registrar. For awhile, when 
he first came to the college, he coached 


baseball. 

Dean Kenarnond, whose home was in 
Wheeling, attended public schools in 
Ohio county and later graduated from 
West Liberty State Normal School as 
the youngest member of his class. He 
received his A.B. and M.A. degrees at 
West Virginia University; attended the 
Ogden Graduate School of Science at 
the University of Chicago, and the 
School of Education at the University 
of Chicago. He then taught in the 
'public schools in Ohio county and later 
at Concord State Normal and West 
Liberty State Uormal before coming 
to Shepherd. 

He has held many offices — member 
of the West Virginia Committee on 
I Teacher Education, member of the 
Rumsey society, past member of Town 
Council, president of the Fire Depart- 


ment, president of the Jefferson Coun- 
ty Council on Religious Education, 
an elder in the Presbyterian Church, 
and superintendent of the Church 
School. He has also been advisor to 
Delta Psi chapter of Kappa Delta Pi 
He has also been advisor to Delta Psi 
National Fraternity. 

In 1910 Dean Kenarnond married 
Miss Alice Gotshall. who is a graduate 
of Oberlin College in Ohio, and who 
has taught in state colleges in West 
Virginia. The Kenamonds have two 
sons, Gotshall, of Washington, D. C.; 
and Frederick, of Jackson, Miss. 

When Dean Kenarnond completes 
his second term teaching at West Vir- 
ginia University, he plans to continue 
teaching this fall, out of the state, but 
still maintaining his home in Shep- 
herdstown.

operate these school lunches. The re- 
plies were varied. Some desired to 
know the size of space per person, 
storage space, convenient arrangement, 
sanitation, meal planning with varia- 
tion, recipes, instruction and organi- 
zation for student workers, amount of 
food to be cooked, and many other 
questions. Such questions were ans- 
wered at the workshop. 

Mr. H. K. Baer, Secretary of West 
Virginia State Board of Education has 
said in part about the lunch program: 

“The growth of the School Lunch as 
a part of the daily program of modern 
elementary schools has placed new 
duties and responsibilities upon teach- 
ers and principals. It is no easy task 
to operate a school lunch. Many teach- 
ers and principals feel the need for 
' some training in this comparatively 
!new activity. It is no unusual for a 
beginning eacher either in a rural or 
urban school to find herself assigned 
the task of supervising the school lunch, 
planning menus, buying food, keeping 
accounts and records, making out 
forms for federal and state aid, etc. 

We believe that the time has come 
for our teacher training institutions to 
give some practical help, whether by 
way of practice or observation, or both, 
to their students in operating a school 
lunch program. We do not suggest the 
addition of any new course to an al- 
ready crowded curriculum, but ask that 
you and the director of the depart- 
ment of education or teacher training 
develop a plan to give your teachers 
in training some knowledge and prac- 
tice in this area.

Mrs. Ehlers seemed to think that a 
smaller college offers something to 
the individual student which opens 
every door of opportunity more so 
perhaps than a larger college or uni- 
versity. She also stated that summer 
school has a different tone than winter 
school because people who come to 
summer school really come to work 
and study which make it nice for the 
person who is teaching. 

The main object of the Leadership 
l Training Course in Recreation which 
| she taught was to emphasize leader- 
ship technique of the leaders to work 
more effectively with groups to arrive 
at more participation in activities by 
everyone. 

The techniques now are to inspire 
people to take part in activities rather 
than to stand by and watch. This 
course has relationship to like courses 
taught in the classroom, but tends 
to make the subject matter more in- 
teresting. 

The main theme of the course was 
to study the four points of recreation, 
namely, social activities; physical ac- 
tivities; mental activites; and creative 
activities. 

Classes were held Tuesday through 
Thursday from 6:00 p. m. until 10:00 
p. m., for one hour of college credit. 

On Tuesday evening, the recreation 
objectives were discussed plus a gen- 
eral introduction, and “get-acquainted” 
activities. 

Wednesday evening, the square dan- 
cing and playing of quiet games in 
small places were studied. 

On Thursday, leadership problems 
and fun with dramatics were discus- 
sed. 

On Friday, July 9, a Community 
Party was held from 3:00 p. m. until 
5:30 p. m., to show how different 
types of recreation activity can be 
“dovetailed” into a balanced program. 
The students had an opportunity for 
creative recreation. 

The course which was attended by 
over fifty students of the college open- 
ed doors of recreation to the public. 
Few people realize what a broad sub- 
ject recreation is. 

Mrs. Ehlers whose home is in Bal- 
timore, Maryland, received her A.B. 
degree from Des Moines University. 
She did graduate study at Northwest- 
ern University and then won a schol- 
arship to the Recreation School in 
New York City. She has conducted 
Recreation Institutes for the past five 
years and in almost every state in 
the union plus British Columbia and 
other Canadian provinces. She is also 
National Chairman of the Recreation 
Committee of the National Congress 
of Parents and Teachers. 

Before coming to Shepherd College 
she conducted an institute in Chester, 
Pennsylvania. From Shepherd she 
went direct to Hood College in Fred- 
erick, Maryland to conduct the Recre- 
ation Institute of the Lutheran Sum- 
mer Conference.

To obviate such additional dif- 
ficulties the Britannica now has a 
three-point plan of continuous revision.

Dr. Corning Speaks At 
Kappa Delta Pi Initiation

The Rev. Mr. Mitchell 
Addresses Assembly 


At the regular Wednesday morning 
assembly on July 14th at Shepherd Col- 
lege, the Rev. Earl Mitchell, Executive 
Secretary, Church of the Brethren for 
Maryland, Virginia, and West Virginia, 
was the speaker.

Mr. Mitchell’s address was titled 
“The Secret of Happiness.” Mr. Mitch- 
ell is a graduate of Bridgewater Col- 
lege and of Bethany Biblical Seminary 
in Chicago.

Mr. Mitchell in his talk stated that 
a sense of contentment, peace, and sat- 
isfaction is what everyone is looking 
for in this life. Our common desire 
is the desire to be happy. Pleasure and 
happiness are different, one is on the 
surface and the other is deeply rooted. 
Wealthiness is not the secret of hap- 
piness. Mr. Mitchell gave three rules 
for happiness, namely, that happiness 
is to be found in the simple things of 
life; happiness is to be found in what 
we give and what we share; and hap- 
piness comes about by clean, straight, 
honest, and upright living. The sum- 
mary of this talk was to appreciate the 
little things of life and to give away 
as much as you caw. 

Doctor Ikenberry concluded the as- 
sembly by paying profound tribute to 
[the Dean of Shepherd College, A. D. 
j Kenamond, who has retired following 
twenty-nine years of faithful service to 
the institution. Dean Kenamond has 
left Shepherd to teach the second 
term of summer school at West Vir- 
ginia University in Morgantown.

I think that it is a great deal easier 
for a person just graduated from high 
school to enter a small college rather 
than a large university.

College,” certificate of incorporation 
of which is on record at Charleston, 
January 12, 1872. Work under State 
support began in September, 1872. By 
authority of the State Board of Educa- 
tion Shepherd College State Normal 
School became a four-year teachers col- 
lege on July 1, 1930, and the 1931 Legis- 
lature changed its name to Shepherd 
State Teachers College. The Legislature 

f 1943 retscred its original name, Sheo- 
c 

herd College. 

When the county seat of Jefferson 
Couty was moved from Shepherdstown 
to Charles Town in July, 1871, the 
people of Shepherdstown and vicinity 
decided to use the vacated courthouse 
for educational purposes. An article of 
incorporation for a school to be known 
as Shepherd College, designed to in- 
struct students “in languages, arts and 
sciences,” was drawn up and signed by 
C. W. Andrews, A. R. Boteler, C. T. 
Butler, G. M. Beltzhoover, David Bill- 
myer, Samuel Knott, and Henry Shep- 
herd. This body of incorporators gave 
themselves power to select instructors^ 
pay salaries, and prescribe courses of 
study. They appointed Professor Joseph 
McMurran first principal of the institu- 
tion, which was opened in September, 
1871, under the authority of the Board 
of Trustees, with forty- two students. 

On February 27, 1872, the Legislature 
of West Virginia passed the following 
Act: “That a branch of the State Nor- 
mal School be and the same is hereby 
established at the building known as 
Shepherd College, in Shepherdstown, in | 
the county of Jefferson. The school is 
hereby placed on the same footing and i 
subject to the same regulations as the 
other branches of the State Normal 
School; Provided, that the said building 
and let oon which it is erected shall be 
fitted up in a suitable manner for the 
purpose of such a school and conveyed 
In fee or for a term of years not less 
than ten, assigned or original, free of 
charge to the State for such fitting up, 
on occupancy.” But the Normal School 
was not organized under this Act, and 
in September, 1872, the work of the 
College was resumed by order of the 
Board cf Trustees. The large rooms in 
the old College building, now called 
McMurran Hall, had not been fitted up 
for occupancy, and only the rooms in 
the wings of the building were occupied. 

On February 14, 1873, the Legislature 
of West Virginia amended the Act of

No office hours on Thursday. 

If a student needs medical attention, 
and is able, he should report to the 
Nurse’s office. If necessary she will send 
him to the Physician for further check- 
up. The student then comes to the 
Nurse’s office each day until condition 
has been cleared and termed “dis- 
charged” by her. 

If student has been ordered to bed 
the Nurse visits him as many times per 
day as is necessary for his proper care. 
When the student then is ready to re- 
turn to school he appears in the 
Nurse’s office for final check on temp- 
e rature and advice. 

At that time the Nurse issues an ex- 
cuse voucher in duplicate form to be 
taken to the Dean’s Office for Absentee 
Records. She files duplicate form in 
her files. 

When the student aippears before the 
Nurse for the first time, the Nurse re- 
ceives as much medical history of the 
student as possible. File cards are then 
kept on each student. Tire Nurse also 
keeps a daily Report Book on all visits 
to the office. 

The Nurse has given instruction on 
bed-making and bathing of babies for 
the Home Economics Department, and 
assists, in such manner^ the teachers 
when asked. This courtesy is also ex- 
tended to wives and families of students 
in the trailer homes. 

There is no dentist in Shepherdstown 
The nearest would probably be in Mart- 
insburg, nine miles away. 

There is no hospital here, but two are 
located in Martinsburg, plus a Veterans 
Hospital.

Printz and Miss Etta O. Williams. 
DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 

A total of twenty-three courses in 
Education are offered at Shepherd 
College. These courses include the fun- 
damental and applied courses in Edu- 
cation necessary to become a Secondary 
or Elementary schoolteacher. Other 
courses taught by this department in- 
clude Psychology, Educational, Child, 
and Psychology of Secondary Educa- 
tion; Educational Sociology, and Phi- 
losophy.

This department is divided into three 
divisions; Chemistry, Physics, and Gen- 
eral Physical Science. In the three di- 
visions a total of sixteen courses are 
offered. In the Chemistry part of the 
department, courses in Inorganic and 
Organic Chemistry are taught in ad- 
dition to Qualitative Analysis, Phy- 
sical Chemistry and Semiccro Techni- 
que. Courses in Physics include Gene- 
ral Physics, Photography, Light, and 
Electricity. The Physical Science class- 
rooms and laboratories occupy the en- 
tire third floor of the Science Hall, 
and are presided over by Professor 
Ernest Stutzman, and Professor Frank 
Bailey. 

DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL STUDIES 

This department is divided into the 
following groups: History, Economics, 
Sociology, Government, Geography and 
Geology.

In his address after observing 
that the student of today differs but 
little from the student of fifty years 
ago (although methods of education 
may have changed), Professor Barnes 
urged the students to exert themselves, 
not to be passive and inert, but to ac- 
quire education through contacts with 
their fellowmen and the incidents of 
life as well as through the study of 
books. 

After the conclusion of this speech. 
Dr. Ikenberry introduced several out- 
standing members of the audience to 
the rest of the group. 

Coach Philips was next on the pro- 
gram introducing the members of the 
football squad. 

Dean Stabler concluded the program 
with some announcements of general 
interest.

“Isolated rural schools,” said Trent,! 
“are the ones that can’t get teachers | 
today. This is the real truth of the ! 
teacher shortage. When a county board 
of education finds a teacher for a 
country school on a dirt road, they 
lose this teacher when another position, 
in a town or on a paved road, opens up. 
One of the basic problems involved is 
roads.” 

Pointing out that other problems ex- 
isted — poor buildings and equipment, 1 
and lack of modern conveniences — j 
Trent emphasized that “mud roads 
must go” before the rural school prob- 
lem can be satisfactorily solved. Either 
we must provide good roads for the 
rural communities of our state, or we 
will see the schools and many of the 
people move out to more favorable op- 
portunities for modem living.” 

. “The teaching profession,” said the 
Superintendent, “can do a great ser- 
vice to rural schools and rural com- 
munity life by supporting the proposed 
fifty million dollar road bond issue for 
rural road improvement that comes 
before us at the time of the November 
election. This is our opportunity to 
take a decisive step toward building a 
strong and prosperous rural West Vir- 
ginia.”

FRESHMEN TESTS 


Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, president of 
Shepherd College, announced that all 
freshment, totaling 154, had completed 
the series of placement and counseling 
tests given under the direction of Dr. 
I. O. Ash. 

Five in number, with a combined time 
allotment of five hours, the tests are 
as follows: 1. Psychological examina- 
tion, yielding two types of scores, one 
providing a measure of linguistic or 
verbal ability and the other providing 
a quantitative or mathematical and 
technical ability. 2. Cooperative Eng- 
glish tests composed of Test A, mech- 
anics of expression, which measures 
various phases of correct English and 
recognition of accepted usage; Test B2, 
Effectiveness of Expression, which at- 
tempts to measure some of the ele- 
ments influencing the effective use of 
English; and Test C2, Reading Com- 
prehension, a reading test at the col- 
lege level which measures recognition 
vocabulary, speed of comprehension 
and level of comprehension. 3. Cooper- 
ative General Achievement Tests com- 
posed of Test I, General Proficiency 
in Social Studies; Test II, General 
Proficiency in Natural Sciences; and 
Test III, General Proficiency in the 
Field of Mathematics. 

The tests are scientifically designed 
to aid educational institutions in com- 
paring incoming freshmen with similar 
groups in other colleges, improve edu- 
cational and vocational guidance, de- 
termine instructional needs, and pro- 
vide an objective basis for self im- 
provement. They are sponsored by the 
co-operative Test Division of the Edu- 
cational Testing Service, a new organi- 
zation formed by the merger of the 
operating testing projects of the 
American Council on Education, the 
Graduate Record Office of the Carne- 
gie Foundation for -the Advancement 
of Teaching and the testing facilities 
and professional staff of the College 
Entrance Examination Board. 

Underscoring a policy of expansion 
in the educational field, Shepherd 
College officials are confident that the 
adoption of the above tests will aid 
both students and faculty at Shepherd 
College.

EXTENSION OF SOCIAL SECURITY 
ADVOCATED 

o 

Dean W. I. Myers of Cornell Univer- 
sity, advocated recently extension of the 
Social Security act to the two-fifths 
of Americans not now covered. 

The dean of the New York College 
of Agriculture at Cornell spoke at a 
meeting of the New York State In- 
stitute for Public Welfare Training in 
Ithaca, N. Y. 

Dean Myers said, “It is better to de- 
vise a plan whereby people can con- 
tribute what is theirs as a matter of 
right, than to have them run the risk 
of becoming dependent, and having to 
pass means tests to qualify for as- 
sistance.” 

Both President Truman and the 1948 
Democratic Party platform support old 
age and survivors insurance for all 
persons. Farmers, the self-employed and 
domestic workers are the principal 
groups exempted from present social 
security coverage. 

“Many progressive farmers want 
these benefits extended to the farm 
workers,” Dean Myers said. 

“It seems to me that in modern ag- 
riculture, we need to have the old-age 
and survivors program for farm work- 
ers and self-employed farmers. 

“Many of them find that when they 
reach the age of retirement, they are 
unable to support themselves. And 
there are many farm families left des- 
titute when the farmer dies because 
they are not eligible for survivors in- 
surance.”

Egyptian Designs 

Another type of carving was also 
studied, that of incised carving. Tho 
engraving was found on two carved 
Egyptian charms. These charms with 
the engraved image of the Sacred 
Beetle and the ancient Scarab had been 
used for ornaments. These pieces are 
carved from stone and had been taken 
from a tomb of one of the Pharaohs. 
These bead like ornaments have 
pierced holes for threading and may 
have been worn as our beads, around 
i nec k. The Egyptians wore many 
necklaces, bracelets and anklets.

| preciation is studying the art of Egypc 
and the earlier ages in comparison 
with present day art. 

Night Class In Art 

The Night class is studying the Arc 
, of the Renaissance. This period of art

The students of Shepherd College 
who commute have many problems to 
contend with.

COMPARATIVE ANATOMY 

The Comparative Anatomy and the 
Human Physiology and Anatomy class- 
es are now working on a dog in an ef- 
fort to better understand the anatomy 
and physiology of the human body. 

The purposes of these classes ulti- 
mately is to gain a more complete 
knowledge of the human body. In the 
Comparative Anatomy a great deal of 
time is spent on preserved specimens 
such as the dog fish shark, frog and 
the cat, in that there is a close cor- 
relation between the human body and 
the body of lower forms of life. It is 
well to gain a knowledge of such lower 
forms of life and then attempt to 
relate it to our own bodies. 

The approach in Human Anatomy 
and Physiology is quite different from 
that in Comparative Anatomy because 
more emphasis is placed upon a know- 
ledge and function of the human 
machine. The aim of Human Anatomy 
is solely an understanding of the hu- 
man body; while the aim of Com- 
parative Anatomy is not only under- 
standing of the human body but also 
an understanding of genetic develop- 
ment. 

Returning to the dog which is our 
specimen in question, we hepe in Hu- 
man Anatomy to point out all the 
characteristics which are common to 
man. In Comparative Anatomy we 
hope to point out not only the char- 
acteristics common to man, but also 
those which may differ from those 
found in the human body; in such 
cases we will attempt to see how this 
animal may be compared with his near- 
est relatives, also how and why such 
characteristics may better suit him 
than it would suit us in our own human 
machine.

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POTOMAC STATE 
DEFEATS SHEPHERD 


With all the touchdowns being set 
up by incomplete passes or fumbles, 
Potomac State continued defense of 
its West Virginia Intercollegiate Con- 
ference crown Saturday, October 2, by 
defeating the Shepherd College grid- 
ders, 22-6. 

Shepherd’s line, led by Kelly Ford, 
who made tackles all over the field, 
and big Ed Strauss, performed admir- 
ably, but the alert Cats took advantage 
of their opportunities to tally in every 
quarter. Six of Shepherd’s eight passes 
were intercepted with two resulting ir 
touchdowns. Hamilton got the Ram’s 
six-pointer in the last period following 
an interception of an aerial by Ed 
Strauss. In addition, Strauss blocked 
a pair of punts. 

Playing without the services of John 
Flick, Shepherd suffered another blow 
when McIntosh suffered a leg injury 
that forced him to leave the game. 

The big crowd included a large fol- 
lowing of Shepherd supporters. A des- 
cription of the action follows: 

FIRST HALF 

Potomac State won the toss and 
elected to receive. Will Abell kicked to 
Alexander who returned from the 22 
to the 39 yard line. On the first two 
plays Henderson and Ruyak failed to 
buck through the center of Shepherd’s 
line, and Bill Dunne was thrown for 
a 10 yard loss. Potomac State kicked 
to Shepherd’s 37. Carey lost four yards 
and Pete Vance gained one, Shepherd 
kicked to Potomac’s 25. Fred Johnson 
lost four yards. Potomac was penalized 
15 yards for unnecessary roughness, 
Ruyak went around right end for nine 
yards, and Johnson threw two in- 
complete passes. Shepherd again was 
penalized five yards. Dunne was thrown 
for a loss of one yard and didn’t gain 
on the next play. Henderson threw an 
incomplete pass. Potomac State was 
penalized for offsides. Carey of the 
Rams gained three yards, and Smith 
bulled his way through the center for 
seven yards and a first down for the 
Rams. Carey’s pass was intercepted by 
Potomac State on the 45 and returned 
to the 40. State’s Ruyak gained two 
yards and Henderson threw a pass, 
incomplete, but Shepherd drew a fif- 
teen yard penalty for interference 
with the receiver to the seven yard 
line. Dunne gained seven and a half 
yards on two plays; then Ruyak went 
over for the touchdown. Lucia’s place- 
ment was good leaving the score 7 to 0. 

Hamilton took the kickoff on the 25 
and returned to the 34. Knott carried 
for one yard, and Potomac State in- 
tercepted Carey’s pass and returned to 
the 42. Ruyak gained two yards and 
threw another incomplete pass. The 
Cats then punted from the 40 yard 
line into Shepherd’s end zone. Smith 
gained, and Shepherd pulled a quick 
kick to Potomac State’s 30. Potomac 
State quick kicked to the Rams 27. 
Carey lost five yards, and Shepherd 
kicked to Potomac State’s 44. Potomac 
State suffered a penalty for offsides. 
Ruyak made eight yards. Louis Bonato 
lost one yard. Alexander threw an in- 
complete pass, and Potomac State 
punted from its 46 to Shepherd’s 20. 

Carey’s pass was intercepted on the 
40 and carried to Shepherd’s 14. Rig- 
gins went around right end for 13 
to the one yard line and scored on 
the next play for the second touch- 
down. Lucia’s placement was blocked, 
leaving the score 13 to 0. 

Cats kicked off to the Rams 25. 
Vance was stopped “Vizz” Dorsey went 
13 yards for a firs L ~vn. Vance’s pass 
was no good, and tnen Dorsey’s pass 
was intercepted and carried to Shep- 
herd’s 20 yard line. Shepherd was off- 
side for a penalty to the 23. Riggins 
carried for three yards, and Henderson 
threw two incomplete passes, the last 
on the fourth down. 

Shepherd took over on their own 20. 
Carey threw a pass which was inter- 
cepted by the Cats on the 40 and re- 
turned to the 20. Simms went to the 
19, then Alexander’s pass was inter- 
cepted on the eight and carried to the 
12. Carey completed a pass to Steve 
Ripley which covered 13 yards as the 
half ended. 

SECOND HALF 

Potomac State kicked off to the 
Rams 10. Carey returned to the 24 
and fumbled, Potomac recovering. Dun- 
ne went for two yards, then threw an 
incomplete pass. Ruyak made one yard 


and Dunne threw another incomplete 
pass on the fourth down. 

Shepherd took over on their own 21. 
Knott went for two yards, and Carey 
threw a pass, incomplete. Carey punted 
to Potomac State’s 45. Sam Alexander 
threw two incomplete passes, and then 
hit Paul Nesor for 12 yards and a 
first down. 

Ballard went for one yard, then toss- 
ed a pass to Riggins which covered 13 
yards down to Shepherd’s nine. Ballard 
threw an incomplete pass, then Ruyak 
went for four yards. Ruyak tried again, 
but was stopped “cold.” Ballard then 
threw an incomplete pass on the fourth 
down.

SHEPHERD COLLEGE REPORTS 


Shepherd College is now following 
e, policy of issuing a periodic news let- 
ter to its friends to keep them abreast 
of what the college is doing and trying 
to do. 

It serves particularly to draw to- 
gether in one offering the information 
about everything that seems to be of 
general interest which may have oc- 
cured since the last previous issue. 
Some — or much— of this material has 
been published in whole or part in the 
newspapers which try to keep up daily 
with the developments, but some of it, 
particularly that of an analytical na- 
ture, has not been published previously. 

From the latter classification this in- 
formation is taken from the current 
issue: 

The number of students, faculty, and 
courses offered is at the greatest peak 
this Fall semester in the history of 
Shepherd College. There are a total of 
401 day students, plus approximately 
10C students in night school. At the 
present time there are, in addition to 
the administration, five professors, 
nine associate professors, and eleven 
ins tuc tors, making a total of 25 faculty 
members. New members of the college 
this year include — Dr. Carey V. Stab- 
ler, dean and registrar; Milton J. Wik- 
sell, Ph. D., speech; Marjorie A. Peach- 
er. M. S. M., piano and organ; Dorvhy 
Tillotson, Mus. B., voice; Don L. Phil- 
lips, M. A., coach; Roderick Linger, 
M. A., orchestra and band; Henry W. 
Morrow, LL. B.. law; and Mrs. Frank 
Walker, supervisor of Miller Hall. 

A total of 114 courses are being 
taught this semester including — ac- 
counting, algebra, archery, art, band, 
basketball, biology, botany, business 
administration, calculus, chemistry, 
comparative anatomy, dancing, debate, 
design, drama, economics, elementary 
education, engineering, English, foot- 


ball, French, geography, geology, har- 
mony, health, history, home economics, 
journalism, law, library science, litera- 
ture, mathematics, music, orchestra, 
physical education, physical science 
physics, physiology, piano, pipe organ, 
poetry, political science, psychology, 
public speaking, radio production, sec- 
ondary education, sociology, Spanish, 
stenography, trigonometry, typing, and 
voice. 

It is hoped that next semester even 
more courses will be offered.

Personnel Program 


The following is the text of an ad- 
dress delivered to the Shepherd College 
faculty as delivered by Dean Ray E. 
Harris. 

“There is a growing need for a 
“Personnel Program” in the colleges 
of America. The National Conference 
on Higher Education which met in 
Chicago this year came to the con- 
clusion that much more should be done 
along the lines of “Extra Curricular.” 
There was even much sentiment for a 
14 year public school program which 
would, if adopted, increase our needs 
further for such programs in that we 
would have a less select group coming 
to college than we now have. 

Let it be as it may, there is a grow- 
ing tendency toward enriching the pro- 
gram in the American colleges by add- 
ing a well organized personnel program. 
As a state institution, we accept all 
high school graduates, and ,in so doing, 
we receive quite a heterogeneous group 
of people. An honor student in one 
school may only equal an average stu- 
dent in another. The varied environ- 
ment from which we receive them nec- 
essitates that some place in our curric- 
ulum we deal with each stuudent as 
individuals and not as groups. Often 
in college classes, to accomplish most, 
teachers must deal with their stuudents 
as a group; therefore, they cannot 
learn a grat deal about each student’s 
problems in acedemic classes. Through 
a personnel program we can deal with 
the student in such a way as to learn 
of his problems and pass on to the 
class-room teacher such information 
collected as might help the teacher in 
dealing with this student. Furthermore 
we hope 'to be able to help the student 
to make such adjustments as he may 
need to make; for example, fewer trips 
home on week-ends, proper budgeting 
of time better attitude toward his 
school work, selecting of courses which 
will best meet his needs, choosing a 
vocation, and many others. 

From the assignment given you (the 
faculty), it may be noted that the 
Freshmen and Sophomores will have 
a definite counselor assigned them. 
These students will be exepected to 
come to you at your vacant periods. 
You will be asked to indicate when you 
will be able to see them. From each 
student’s schedule, the office of the 
Dean of Students will assign to him 
an hour for him to come to you for 
help. This schedule will be posted for 
him to see and a copy given you so 
that, you will know when he is coming 
to your office or classroom for his 
conference. 

Those teachers working with the 
Juniors and Seniors will find that their 
work will be more vocational counseling 
than is true of those working w'ith 
the lower classmen. It may be that 
often you will have, a Freshmen or 
Sophomore who will drop by to confer 
with you. You notice that your res- 
ponsibility will be mostly a depart- 
mental one. , 

The leading colleges are pursuing a 
program of similar nature; they find 
that it pays dividends. I am sure that 
if we go at it conscientiously, never 
allowing the student to feel that we 
are in doubt as to the value of such 
a program, it will pay dividends for us. 

If you will check the record of with- 
drawals this year to date, you will see 
that we have reduced our number of 
withdrawals over past years. Much of 
this has been accomplished through 
our orientation program now being 
pursued for the Freshmen. 

Last, but not least, the North Central 


Association is going to expect us to 
have a well organized ‘Personnel Pro- 
gram’ in operation before they grant 
Shepherd College membership.” 


Dr. Mosier Speaks 

Dr. Helene K. Mosier, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, Executive Secretary of 
the Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion, was the principal speaker at the 
Wednesday morning assembly, October 
13. 

Dr. Mosier told of the beginning of 
the Christian Association seventy-five 
years ago in a state normal school. 
She urged that a Y. M. C. A. and a 
Y. W. C. A. be formed at Shepherd 
College to further the Christian re- 
lationships among the students of the 
institution. 

The assembly was opened with the 
singing of the hymn, “Onward Christ- 
ian Soldiers.” The Reverend George 
Hasel, Retired Methodist Minister of 
Shepherdstown had charge of the de- 
votions, and afterwards gave a short 
talk on the problem of maintaining 
good health among the student body. 
The Reverend Mr. Hasel said in part 
that we should all take care of our 
health, for without that our lives are 
shortened. He also told of the need 
for everyone today to receive an ade- 
quate education. “Man”, he said, “is 
capable of great improvements, especi- 
ally in health and education.” 

Dr. Oliver S. Ikenberry, President of 
Shepherd College then presented Mr. 
Charles F. Printz, M. A., Associate of 
Business Administration, who sang tw'o 
numbers, “Rolling Down to Rio’ and 
“Old Man River.” He was accom- 
panied at the grand piano by Prof- 
essor Carl J. Farnsworth, Head of the 
D-nartment of Music. The program 
was closed by remarks from Dr. Carey 
V. Stabler, Dean of Shepherd College. 

On the stage of Knutti Hall Audi- 
torium. was five baskets of prize win- 
ning dahlias. They were grown and 
displayed by The Reverend G. Ernest 
Wunder, Pastor of the Methodist 
Church in Shenandoah Junction, West 
Virginia. The Reverend Mr. Wunder 
has been growing these dahlias for the 
past sixteen years, and during which 
| time he has devleoped several new 
■ varieties. At the present time he has 
! a new Variety which has not as yet 
been released. It is in the Dahliadel 
Nurseries, in Vineland, New Jersey. 
I It is to be trade named “Ruth Wunder” 
in honor of his daughter who is a stu- 
dent at Shepherd College. The Rever- 
end Mr. Wunder is a member of the 
Ealtimore Dahlia Society, the Ameri- 
can Dahlia Society, and was one of 
five judges from the State of Mary- 
land who served as judges of the 
National Flower Show in New York 
City in 1941. 


Movie on Virginia 

Classes under Dr. Ruth Scarborough, 
in Early American History, were met 
with a pleasant surprise on October 
20, by being entertained with a movie 
entitled “Colonial Homes in Virginia” 
in conjunction with the present topic 
of study in this course. Miss Scanlon’s 
Art Appreciation class also attended. 

The movie took up the greater part 
of a class period and consisted of seve- 
ral interesting facts concerning archi- 
tectural achievements of the colonial 
period, presenting several examples of 
Old English styles and Early American 
furnishings. 

The film followed up with classes in 
both History and Art very thoroughly, 
as it' put into pictures what has been 
studied in actual class periods. 

Some of the Colonial homes shown 
in this presentation were Jefferson's 
Virginia home of Monticello, Madison’s 
home of Montibello, and homes of other 
great figures of the Colonial period. 

Approximately eighty students at- 
tended this showing and an air of 
complete satisfaction was displayed by 
all.

“The reason for people’s reactions is 
complex,” said Dean Stabler. There is 
not one cause for our decisions, but 
many.

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Official Visils 


Mr. Herbert K. Baer, Charleston, 
West Virginia, Secretary of the West 
Virginia State Board of Education, 
made an official visit to Shepherd Col- 
lege on Monday and Tuesday, October 
25 and 26. 

Mr. Baer addressed the Faculty ol 
Monday afternoon at a session held in 
Snyder Science Hall. 

Mr. Baer stated that Shepherd Col- 
lege was the only State college of 
West Virginia with an increase in en- 
rollment this academic year over last 
academic year. The increase was 25%. 
At the present time there are 403 day 
students and 98 night students, or a 
total of 501 students in all. In addi- 
tion there is an increase in Veteran 
enrollment. At the present time there j 
are 185 G. I. students registered at 
Shepherd College. 

Mr. Baer in his address to the fac- 
ulty placed a great deal of emphasis 
in the training of Elementary Educa- 
tion students.. There is a very acute 
shortage of Elementary teachers in the 
State of West Virginia, but not of Sec- 
ondary teacheers. In West Virginia ^ 
there are 10.500 Elementary teaching 
positions compared with 3,500 Secon- 
dary teaching positions. The recent 
salary increase for Elementary teachers 
should make the teaching of the young , 
children a more respectable and ap- . 
pealing job to present and future Ele- 1 
mentary teachers. 

A strong program of general educa- 
tion during the first two years of col- 
lege is being advocated by the educa- 
tors of West Virginia, according to 
Secretary Baer. There is a general 
movement throughout the major col- 
leges and universities in America to 
offer about forty-five hours of general 
survey courses which would be required 
of all students. This plan of general 
courses for the Freshman and Sopho- 
more years of college would give the 
students a chance to familiarize ,him- 
self with general education so that 
in his Junior and Senior years of col- 
lege he could specialize in that phase 
of work which he would like to make 
his career. This specialization would 
of course also be carried on in Gradu- 
ate school when necessary depending 
upon the nature of the profession being 
studied for. Mr. Baer also advocated a 
strong Department of Education to 
teach the future Elementary and Sec- 
ondary teachers in preparation for 
their life’s work. There are 204 Educa- 
tion students at Shepherd College; 172 
in Secondary Education, and 32 in El- 
ementary Education. Mr. Baer also 
announced that the West Virginia 
State Board of Education, subject to 
the approval of the State Legislature, 
has approved the erection of two new 
buildinigs at Shepherd College for the 
next biennium. They will be a new 
Dormitory and a new Gymnasium. Tire 
total appropriation for these two 
buildings is $800,000. 

Mr. Baer and Mr. Garland Dunn, al- 
so a member of the West Virginia 
State Board of Education, left today 
to officially visit the West Virginia 
State Schools for the Deaf and Blind, 
at Romney, and to confer with officials 
there.

Carl J. Farnsworth, A.B., Instructor 
in French and Spanish, has announced 
a new plan to be put into effect here 
in the near future to improve and ex- 
pand the language facilities of the 
of the college. 

Professor Farnsworth says that the 
college hopes to have students from 
France and South America enrolled 
here shortly, who, in addition to their 
academic studies, will assist in the 
Language Department in their re- 
spective languages. It is hoped that 
j when a class in French is being taught, 
j for example, that at the instructor’s 
I desk, in addition to the instructor. 

! there will be a native of France who 
j will assist in teaching the language. 
The same system applies also to a 
lesson in Spanish. 

Professor Farnsworth has also an- 
nounced that the college is going to 
purchase French and Spanish records 
from the famous Henry Holt Corpora- 
tion. 

The Holt method of learning lan- 
guages was used most effectively dur- 
ing the war by members of the Armed 
Service and others to whom the ability 
to speak a particular language was a 
neccesity. The Holt system is conver- 
sational type of language learning. Re- 
cords of conversations in a language 
are made, and by playing the record 
many times, correct pronounciation is 
learned in addition to vocabulary and 
diction style. 

These records will be a welcomed ad- 
dition to the library of the Language 
Department of Shepherd ollege. 


The students enrolled in Elementary 
Education classes had another rich 
professional experience on Monday, 
October 25, when they visited Wood- 
land Way and Washington Street 
Schools in Hagerstown. The “follow-up” 
discussions carried on whenever two or 
three who made the trip got together 
indicated the value of the visit to them. 
Comments like these were heard in the 
halls and classrooms: Wouldn’t you 
like to teach in a new building equipp- 
ed like the Washington Street 
School?”; “Did you notice the fine 
teacher-pupil and pupil-pupil rela- 
tionships at Woodland Way School?”; 
“The teachers were energetic, pleas- 
ant and kind, and were challenging 
the child to stretch to the limit of his 
capacity”; “Work was planned to meet 
the needs of children with handicaps 
without their feeling that they were 
in any way different from others”: 
“Reading material was available for 
interest levels of fifth and sixth grade 
pupils who were reading on second 
grade vocabulary level “The hot lunch 
was excellent and the pupil partici- 
pation in the organization was very 
fine training for them.” (A fifth grade 
child acted as cashier, and a group of 
fifth grade girls and boys acted as 
hosts and hostesses for the first grade 
lunch table). “It was worth a semester 
of theory courses to spend a whole 
j day in a school where one could gei 
| the feel of an entire system organized 
I so that children, teachers, principals 
j and all other workers cooperated to 
make school a happy place, and yet 
not neglect the child who needed help 
and guidance in the mastery of essent- 
ials skills.” The students are grateful 
to all who made this experience pos- 
sible. 


Foreign Students Speak 

Miss Maria Seminario, of Ecuador, 
and Raymond Munch, of France, on 
October 20, gave the Shepherdstown 
Parent-Teacher Association some in- 
teresting facts about the schools and 
colleges of Ecuador and France at the 
October meeting, held at the Grade 
School. 

Miss Seminario, who is a graduate 
of one of the two American schools in 
Ecuador, hopes to return to her home 
as a teacher when she completes her 
education in this country. She told of 
the various types of schools in Ecuador 
ranging from primary schools to uni- 
versities. The public schools are open 
to all races and here are also various 
private and religious schools. A teach- 
er in the primary schools must have 
six years education in a normal school 
and a teacher in the secondary schools 
| must have two or three additional 
I years training at a university. In the 
! coastal region the school term lasts 
from May to January as this is the 
i Winter season. In the mountains the 
I term is from October to July. In the 
: American schools the instruction is 
bi-lingual, subjects being taught in 
i both English and Spanish. Teachers 
come from the United States for a 
period of two years, many remaining 
for a longer period. 

Munch, who knew no English before 
he came to this country 11 months ago, 
told the group that he had been con- 
sidered too old to attend college in 
France, since the war had interrupted 
his schooling, and he had been happy 
to avail himself of the opportunity to 
complete his education in this cuntry. 
The schools of France are of two kinds, 
primary and secondary schools and col- 
leges for general education, and lyce- 
ums for professional training. Students 
intending to study law, medicine and 
other professions enter a lyseum at the 
age of six and graduate at about 21. 
Only lyceum graduates are eligible for 
the university. 

Education in 'France is compulsory 
for all children under 14. In the col- 
leges all subjects are carried for the 
entire period and no test are given 
during a course but a final examination 
covering the entire three years work 
is held at the end of the course. Any 
student failing to pass this examina- 
tion must go back for an additional 
year or two. After the three years of 
college, two years at a normal school 
are required for teachers. There is no 
governmental aid for colleges and an 
education is often very expensive. 


Stundent Who’s Who 


The list of the six students of Shep- 
herd College who have been selected 
by the Faculty to represent this insti- 
tution for 1948-49 in Who’s Who Among 
Students in American Universities and 
Colleges has just been announced. Re- 
cognition by Who’s Who Among Stu- 
dents in American Universities and 
Colleges means that the student was 
first, officially recommended from the 
college or university he attends, and 
then, accepted by the organization. 
Nominations may be submitted an- 
nually by four-year-degree-granting 
institutions. College Juniors, Seniors, 
and Graduate students are eligible for 
nomination. Students who have been 
accepted for recognition are notified 
directly by Who’s Who Among Stu- 
dents in American Universities and 
Colleges. Each student who becomes a 
member receives without cost: a certi- 
ficate of recognition awarded by the 
I organization and presented at the 
school, recognition in the annual pub- 
| lication of the year during the year 
in which he was selected in the form 
of a write-up of his college and person- 
al record and a listing in the Index 
under the college from which he was 
named, and benefits from the Student 
Placement Service provided by the or- 
ganization if he needs assistance in 
making employment contacts or sup- 
plying other recommendations. Who’s 
Who Among Students in American Uni- 
versities and Colleges is published an- 
nually and is edited by Mr. H. Pettus 
Randall, Tuscaloosa, Alabama.

Those forms are the 
monthly report of training and report 
of compensation from productive labor. 
These are important because they 
govern payment of subsistence allow- 
ances.

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Wearing down a gallant but out- 
manned Shepherd College eleven, 'the 
Davis and Elkins footballers scored a 
27-6 victory Saturday afternoon, Oct- 
tober 30, in Elkins. 

The Shepherd Rams not only bat- 
tled the heavily-favored Senators to 
a 0-0 first half, but actually went into 
a 6-0 lead when little Pete Vance gal- 
loped 90 yards with the third-quarter 
kickoff on the game’s most sensation- 
al play. In the final analysis, however, 
superior reserves told the story. The 
spirited Rams defense had just about 
fought itself into exhaustion in keep- 
ing its goal line uncrossed in the first 
half, and couldn’t continually keep the 
aroused Senators at bay. 

Four times in the first half D&E was 
halted within the Rams five-yard line. 
Once the home forces were foiled by 
the Ram’s recovery of a fumble in the 
shadow of its goal posts, and three 
times the Ram forward wall, playing 
like a million dollars rose up to blunt 
D&E drives. 

The Senators kicked off ofter the 
half to the Shepherd 10 where Pete 
Vance caught the ball and romped 
90 yards for Shepherd’s lone score, 
putting the Rams out in front by 6-0. 
On this return Vance ran through the 
entire D&E team breaking away from 
tackle after tackle, and finally broke 
into the clear, saved by a sensational 
block by Kelly Ford. 

Shepherd kicked off to the D&E 10 
and the Senators returned to their 30. 
On eight plays D&E was down to the 
Shepherd 30. On 'the next play, Paul 
Leroy threw a pass to Nat Underwood 
for 30 yards for the Senators first 
touchdown. Varner’s placement went 
wide for the extra point. Score 6-6. 

The Senators second touchdown was 
set up by a pass that Richard Stearns 
intercepted from Jim Carey, Shep- 
herd’s quarterback. On two plays Stan 
Moore covered 34 yards to the Rams 
five and Emory Anderson went over. 
Varner completed a pass to Bill Hol- 
stein for the extra point.

The Shepherd College Rams played 
the Falcons of Fairmont State Teach- 
ers College to a 7-7 tie at Fairfax 
Field in Shepherdstown last Saturday.

From the start of the game to the 
finish there could beno doubt in the 
onlooker’s mind that they were in for 
a real tussle. Fairmont’s Earl Keener 
and Shepherd’s Pete Vance supplied 
the spectators with their outstanding 
play all afternoon. 

The first quarter was played on 
pretty even terms with both teams 
playing straight football. State trying 
three plays and then kicking to the 
Rams. Then the Rams taking over and 
trying to dent the big line of the visit- 
ors. While the Falcon line was holding 
Carey threw a pass to Hamilton good 
for 15 yards and a first down. Then 
with Vance the first half workhorse 
for Shepherd making gains with every 
try Fairmont tightens up.

Con: Personalized Teaching 

(From Dailey Athenaeum) 

Many students object to the coldness 
of education, and to the completely 
impersonal way technical knowledge is 
shoved down their throats. 

Granted, the conception of education 
should be broadened. It should include 
social, emotional and moral attitudes 
as well as intellectual emphasis. The 
true measure of the university’s effec- 
tiveness is how pupils live and work 
together on the campus itself, and 
later how they behave as citizens, as 
fathers and mothers, and as decent 
self-respecting people. But is it a 
problem of the teacher to give the 
student guidance in everyday life? 

A person goes to college to learn. 
Experts in every field are available 
to pass on technical knowledge. They 
do not pretend to be experts on moral 
attitudes and human relationships. If 
the professor takes his work seriously, 
and presents his subject to the best 
advantage of the student, then his 
work ends here. After the student leaves 
the class-room he becomes his own 
problem. 

Coping with problems makes the 
man. It is from a little triumph here, 
a practical solution there that men 
derive the confidence and courage to 
rise to greater heights. 

The student must learn to utilize the 
methods of learning and problem sol- 
ving that he acquires in the classroom. 
He must discover his own talents. He 
must study his own personality. He 
must attempt to improve his own so- 
cial and economic condition. 

When each college student learns 
to exercise a little personal iniative, 
education that emphasizes technica 1 
knowledge will not seem so glaringly 
deficient. — J. R.

sity. Both these speakers emphasized 
the importance of students being able 
to carry out definite responsibility for 
the furtherment of the general college 
program. Emphasis was also placed 
upon students assuming these responsi- 
bilities whole-heartedly. Both speakers 
have had much experience dealing with 
students and both have some very clear 
cut and practical thoughts about stu- 
dent activities. 

On Friday, November 5, the Dean 
of Students met with Dean Park and 
Dean Conway for an informal discus- 
sion of student activities. In the after- 
noon we were all invited to an informal 
reception at President Smith’s home 
on 5th Avenue. 

At 9:00 Saturday morning we again 
met in the conference room adjacent 
to the office of the Dean of Students 
of Marshall College for the purpose 
of summarizing and attempting to 
agree upon more or less, standard pro- 
cedures for the year. At this meeting 
everyone seemed to get the impression 
that we had gained much from seeing 
what the other colleges were doing. 
While the Dean of Students were in 
their meetings the Council Represen- 
tatives were holding their sectional 
meeting as indicated in another article 
in this paper. 

Our fine trip was terminated with a 
football game and a homecoming dance 
Saturday night as guests of Marshall 
College. 


SELECTION AND RECRUITMENT 
OF TEACHERS 
(By Miss Florence Shaw) 
(Associate Professor o f Education, 
Shepherd College) 

A principle of economics has been 
made quite clear to every housewife 
during the recent beef shortage — “Scar- 
city of a commodity results in soaring 
prices.” It will now be necessary for 
the public to take courses in economics 
in order to understand what it will be 
necessary to do in order to attract a 
surplus of prospective teachers into the 
teachers colleges of our land. The sur- 
plus will be necesary before a ‘vigorous 
program of selection of prospective 
teachers’ can be carried out. The un- 
precedented increase in population 
since 1941 in addition to the teacher 
shortage brought on during the war 
years by war industries and military 
service has created a teacher shortage 
that will make a teacher surpluus little 
less than a miracle. 

Walter E. Hager, president of the 
American Association of Colleges for 
Teacher Education, and president of 
Wilson Teachers College, Washington, 
D. C., quoted figures at the August 
meeting of the association that indi- 
cated the extent of the teacher short- 
age that confronts the nation this 
year: “The half million additional first 
graders who will enter school in Sep- 
tember will require 20,000 more teach- 
ers for this grade alone. ... In addi- 
tion to normal replacements we shall 
need an average of 43,000 new teachers 
during each of the next seven years 
for the enrollment increase which has 
been predicted for elementary and 
secondary schools. Also there are ap- 
proximately a half-million emergency 
and regular teachers who do not meet 
accepted standards of preparation. Re- 
placements will be needed for thous- 
ands of these teachers.” 

The number of teaching positions 
available during the next seven years 
will undoubtedly provide the greatest 
opportunity for careers that the world 
has ever known in any professsional 
field. Why is it not attracting the youth 
of the nation? Why are parents direct- 
ing their own children into other fields 
of endeavor? Do they not agree that 
“the teachers of this country are the 
real defenders of the democratic way 
of life?” Are they not striving for high- 
er salaries for higher type teachers? 

Illinois often pays inexperienced ele- 
mentary teachers beginning salaries of 
$’2,5C0 to $2,700 because placement offi- 
cers have only one elementary teacher 
available for every one hundred that 
are needed in that state. Why will an 
intelligent young person frown upon a 
career with an assured income of $2,- 
500? The community must seek the 
answer, and perhaps parents as mem- 
bers of a community will be able to do 
something about the conditions that 
are responsible for their directing 
their own children into fields that they 


i consider more desirable than teaching. 
It is a joint responsibility! 

The Asosciatioon of Colleges for 
Teacher Education proposed the fol- 
lowing “Ten-Point Program” ito help 
strengthen the teaching profession, 
! thereby making it more attractive as 
a career for the highest type young 
| men and women: 

1. A public relations program which 
will help the public to see that the 
teachers of his counry are the real de- 
fenders of the democratic way of life. 

2. A vigorous program of selection 
of prospective teachers with standards 
set high so that any graduate of our 
institutions will be an able and well 
prepared person. Recruitment and se- 
lection is to be made a continuous 
process involving all faculty members, 
students, and laymen, emphasizing both 
scholarship and social competence, 
starting early in high school. It will 
involve guidance out of, as well as 
into, teaching. 

3. An increase as soon as possible of 
the amount of preservice preparation 
of teachers in the public schools to a 
minimum of five years. The two-year 
curriculums still accepted in some 
states “are no longer adequate, and no 
longer professionally acceptable.” 

4. Major changes in curriculums for 
teachers “demanded by the nature of 
current political, international, eco- 
nomic, social and educational prob- 
lems.” 

5. Adjustmment of curriculums to the 
increasing number of junior colleges 
so that graduates may elect to pre- 
par for teaching without a loss of 
time. 

6. Wider and wiser use of laboratory 
facilities in the preparation of teachers. 
As the laboratory is to the teachers 
college what a hospital is to a medical 
school, the laboratory school should 
affect the work of all teachers and the 
curriculum content of all years. 

7. Immediate steps (to attract 'better 
prepared staff members for teacher 
education institutions including: wider 
advisory participation of faculty mem- 
bers in selecting additional members; 
higher salaries, especially maximum 
salaries; lighter teaching loads: re- 
tirement provisions; aid for writing, re- 
search, and special committee work; 
and development of a system of intern- 
ships for young, prospective college 
teachers. 

8.. Revision of certification laws in 
many states to permit experimentation 
and changes in the curriculums of in- 
situtions prepapring teachers. 

9. Higher salaries for public-school 
teachers. 

10. Provision of courses in colleges and 
universities which prepare teachers 
that will provide the ability to dis- 
cover real-life problems in the com- 
munity where they teach, and (to de- 
velop curriculum material related to 
these problems which will aid in their 
solution and (thereby improve com- 
munity living standards.

Rome and Greece, and how they domi- 
nated the state through the powers of 
speech. During he days of the early 
Roman Empire the statesmen were 
great orators and they needed to be. 
Then in early America, Dr. Wiksell con- 
tinued, the Colonial leaders were al- 
most invariably people with orational 
powers such as Daniel Webster, George 
Washington, and Patrick Henry. 

In the teaching of speech in America, 
he traced the method of the early elo- 
cution teachers down to the schools of 
today where the students are taught 
to be natural rather than artifical. 

In the course of his speech, Dr. Wik- 
sell played the records of the speeches 
of William Jennings Bryan, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Sr., and President Taft to 
illustrate various types of delivery. His 
lecture was very much enjoyed by the 
members of the chapter.

The Callendar Committee of the j 
Student Council directs attention to j 
the following rules to minimize con- j 
flicts in social events on the campus. 

The following recommendations from 
the Calendar Committee of the College 
Council have been submitted to Dean 
Ray E. Harris and approved by him as 
the procedure to be followed by all 
organizations, groups, and individuals, 
in planning social activities on the 
campus. 

1. All organizations shall submit to 
the Calendar Committee their regularly 
scheduled meetings at the beginning 
of the Fall Term. 

2. Applications for open dates shall 
be made to the Calendar Committee 
two weeks in advance of the date re- 
quired, and shall be presented in writ- 
ing, signed by an officer of the organi- 
zation requesting approval. All appli- j 
cations must be presented to Miss Stud- 
well by the officer of the organization j 
sending the application. Such applica- ; 
tions wall only be accepted in the Dean 
of Students office in the Science Hall. 
This regulation is to avoid error. 

3. Upon application for a date on 
the calendar the request will be con- 
sidered by the Calendar Committee and 
Social Committee. If and when it is 
approved by the aforementioned com- 
mittees with the committee chairmen’s 
signatures it will then be acknowledged 
by the Student Council President be- 
fore the request is submitted to the 
office of the Dean of Students. 

4. The Calendar Committee of the j 
College Council shall function in co- 
operation with the Faculty Social Com- 
mittee, and the Assembly Committee. 

5. No organization, individual, special 
group, or combination of any nature 
may promote or sponsor any social af- 
fair, nor shall any activity be held 
on the Campus without the approval of 
the President of the College and the 
Calendar Committee. 

6. The Calendar shall be posted in 
a conspicuous place in the main hall 
of the Administration building, Knutti 
Hall, by the beginning of the third 
week of the first semester of the Fall 
Term. 

7. Approved dates will be entered 
on the Calendar by the Committee as 
soon as possible after they have been 
certified. 

8. Provision for conflict in meetings. 
While the Calendar Committee, in co- 
operation with the Faculty Social Com- 
mittee and the Assembly Committee 
is created for the purpose of preventing 
conflicts in meetings, should such a 
conflict arise, it shall be settled by two 
representatives of each of the oigani- 
zations or groups involved, and the 
Calendar Committee. 

9. These provisions shall not apply 
to the summer session. 

10. Revisions and necessary changes 
in the Calendar shall be made by the 
Calendar Committee, provided that no 
organization is deprived of its pie- 
arranged organizational meeting date. 

11. Decisions regarding unforseen sit- 
uations with relation to open calendai 
dates shall be made by the Calendar 
Committee.

Tips To The Vets 

Interest on Loans 

As yet the original rate of 4% on 
loans to veterans has not been in- 
creased by many Veterans Administra- 
tion Offices but Congress has given the 
Veterans Administratioon authority to 
increase that rate to 4 1 ,6%. Of course 
some sections of the country are al- 
ready using ithe new 4%% rate while 
others have not used this power to 
increase interest rates as yet. 

G. I. Records 

Many veterans are patiently waiting 
for graduation day to arrive in January. 
Of course a large portion of this group 
are now attending schools that are 
not located in their home state. It 
would be advisable for these veterans 
to write a letter to their Veterans Ad- 
ministration Office requesting them to 
forward all records to an office near 
the place -they plan to live or make 
ttheir heme. Of course this only per- 
tains to students who plan to establisn 
themselves in states other than the 
one in which they are attending school 

It would also be advisable to re- 
quest a Supplemental Certificate of 
Eligibility upon completing schooling. 
This certificate would be highly valu- 
able in event further education is 
planned at a later date. These two 
steps may pree a benefit to veterans 
who are graduating in event they have 
occasion to correspond with their 
Veterans Administration later in life.
